POOL SELLING BROUGHT TO A FINE ABT. 


Frank Shaw Bas Arranged Quarters Where 
He Vill Take Any Bet Offered. 

Frank Shaw's pool-room scheme has been 
perfected last and temporary quarters have 
been secured on Clark street between Jackson 
and Van Buren for operating it. It was an- 
nounced yesterday that a start.would be made 
tomorrow, but this statement could not be 
verified, as Shaw is at St. Paul. He arrived 
here Friday from New York aud left the same 
day for St. Paul. He will be back tomorrow. 

His scheme is one worthy of an inventive 
genius. Shaw worked it out in his mind, and 
with his characteristic energy set to work to 
put it into practical operation. He first tested 
its legality. At great cost he secured the best 
legal talent in Chicago to determine whether 
bets could be telegraphed from this city and 
placed in his St. Paul pool room without 
an infraction of the State law. The lawyers 
went over every inch of the ground carefully, 
and finally gave it as their opinion that Shaw 
would be sustained by any court in the United 
States. : . 

The methad of placing the money is as fol- 
lows: Rooms are to be opened here, at St. 
Louis, and other points, with direct telegraph 
service into Shaw’s pool-room at St. Paul. 
Odds are to be posted, and the rooms are to 
present the appearance of pool-rooms. There 
will be this difference, however: When a man 
wishes to place a bet he will be 
compelled to purchase a telegraph money 
order, thus paying for the transmission of 
his message to St. Paul, where the bets will 
be recorded on the sheets. Instead of a book-

FREE METHODISTS MAKE TROUBLE 
OUT IN IOWA, 


They Disturb the Town of Corning. Until 
the Citizens Protest and Then a Call Is 
Made on the Governor for Troops—Prize 
Fights and Charch Revivals Do Not Mix 
Well—Their Methods Disgusting—A Rise 
in the Local Egg Market Caused by 
Too Great Religious Enthusiasm, 


trouble between citizens and the religious en- 
thusiasts known as Free Methodists, which re- 
sulted in an application by the latter to Gov. 
Boies for protection by the State militia, 
has been brewing for many months, South- 
western Iowa has been the location of bands 
of agitators of this character for some years. 
They have had headquarters at Shenandoah, 
Red Oak, andother points, at all of which 
they have come in conflict with the local au- 
thorities. 

Last summer they established themselves 
at Cornmg in a large tent, and began 
the most protracted meetings in their 
history. Their general methods are well 
understood. The old-fashioned hallelujah re- 
vivals are Quaker meetings in comparison. 
During the fair last September their tent and 
entire outfit was burned in the night time, but 
the origin of the fire was not discovered. They 
then leased Calkins’ rink in the basement of a 
double brick block, and have there for six 
months prosecuted their work. Although all 
people should be at liberty to worship God 
according to the dictates of their consciences, 
it must be confessed that these people have 
had slight interruptions, although their 
methods have been such as to outrage the 
public sense of decency and lower the popular 
idea of true religion. 

Their announced faith or creed has not been 
criticised so much as their manners, methods, 
and pulpit utterances. They are accustumed 
in the enthusiasm of their meetings to stamp, 
shout, yell, and run about the full length and 
breadth of the rink, and some of the young 
girls and young men who have been converted 
have frantically thrown themselves at full 
length upon the floor, and at times have lain 
there kicking ana rollicking hysterically about 
for hours. At times the band has been accus- 
tomed to go to any of the homes where they 
could gain entrance and sing and pray until 
they were requested to withdraw. They held 
daily séances at one home to heala good 
woman who has been a helpless invalid from 
rheumatism for many years. The conditions 
were not right, however, for her restoration. 

Their Meetings Were Popular. 


The evening meetings have naturally at- 


sionally participated in the yelling, shouting, 
and running in a manner to be criticised. 
One group of young men was arrested for 
this disturbance, but on trial before the 
Mayor the active prosecutors urged that they 
be released and forgiven. Since that time the 
Mayor has discouraged further arrests, but 
swore in sume special policemen of their own 
number to preserve the peace.

Yesterday five representatives of the assem- 
bly, acting on the Committee on Rublic Insti- 
tutions, inspected the bridewell and sought 
information about the boys. The committee 
was composed of Thomas Mitchell of -the 
Horseshoers’ Union, President. of the assem- 
bly; W. C. Pomeroy of the American Wait- 
ers’ Association ; James Burns of the Carpen- 
ters’ Council; John F. Nellis of the Ironmold- 
ers’ Union, Financial Secretary of the assem- 
bly; and Edward Parker of the American As- 
sociation of Waiters, The committee is a 
standing one and its purpose is to look into 
the systems and methods of the various char- 
itable, reformatory, and penal institutions 
maintained at public expense and report to the 
assembly, : 

The committee was met at the bridewell 
by Supt. Crawford, and under his guidance the 


visitors spent four hours in looking through 


the institution and in inspecting the various 
departments. When the examination was 
finished the committeemen expressed their 
praise for the administration of Mr. Crawford. 

The investigators were surprised and indig- 
nant when they came face to face with the 
conditions that beset boys incarcerated in the 
bridewell. They marked the need of a division 
between the prisoners susceptible of cor- 
rection and those hardened to crime. 
They were shown the site of the proposed 
new wing for boys, and promised to

HE DEFRAUDED THE SLOT MACHINE, 


Troubles of a Connecticut Man Who 


Wanted His Music for Nothing. 

New Haven, Conn., March 5.— The first case 
on record in this country where the govern- 
ment has brought action for counterfeiting 
money for the purpose of defraudimg a nickel- 


Jin-the-slot machine had a hearing in this city 


this afternoon before United States Commis- 
sioner Wright. The accused was George 8. 
Glumman, a wealthy saloonkeeper of 
Norwalk. He was arrested last Tues- 
day by Marshal Strong on a war- 
rant charging him with counterfeit- 
ing coins of the United States, commonly 
called 5-cent nickels, and using them to de- 
fraud the Edison Phonograph company. At 
the hearing today Glumman was represented by 
City Attorney Chamberlin of Briùgepoit and 
Attorney J. E. Hurlburt of Norwalk; District 
Attorney Sill of Hartford prosecuted. The 
most important witness for the govern- 
ment was Thomas D. Callaghan of the 
United States Secret Service. He worked 
up the case, and his evidence was damaging 
in its character. He said that Glumman told 
him that he had worked candy weighing and 
cigarette machines with impunity with the 
lead coins. He also related how he and others 
accused made the coins. When Glum- 
man saw the witness take the stand 
and heard him give his =occupa- 
tion he almost fainted with fright. 
Charles L. Marshall of Newark, N. J., who 
controls the machine, testified, and exhibited 
a collection that had been taken from the ma- 
chine in Glumman's place, which contained 
460 lead nickels. The coins were extremely 
poor productions and would not be liable to 
deceive any one. After listening to the argu- 
ments Commissioner Wright bound the ac- 
cused oer to the United States Circuit Court 
under $1,200 bonds. * 


SAY THE GRAND JURY IS ILLEGAL, 


Attack on the Body Which Indicted Whisky 
Trust Officials to Be Made. 

Bostox, Maes., March 5.—|Special.}—It is 
understood that a sensational attack will be 
made in the Federal Court Monday in the 
matter of the indictments against the whisky 
trust, and that an attempt will be made to 
show that the grand jury now in session is an 
illegal body and all its work good for nothing. 
Counsel for the indicted officials of the whisky 
trust were at the United States Court, today 
getting copies of the venires upon which the 
jurors were summoned, fad it is understood 
that Monday they will file a plea in abatement

Legal Views Concerning the Company’s 5 
Per Cent Clause. 

By Sec. 73¢ of the ordinance the Power 
Supply and Smoke Abating company is to pay 
5 per cent of the gross revenues annually for 
the privileges granted, the payments to begin 
at the expiration of one year from the time 
when said company shall commence to dis- 
tribute heat and power to consumers in the 
City of Chicago.“ 

The words heat and power in the section 
have raised doubts as to whether, if the com- 
pany should furnish power only or heat only, the 
city would ever be able to collect any of the 5 
per cent of the revenue; in other words, 
whether the language of the section, heat 
and power,”’ .— not be construed as if it 
5 „heat or power.“ | N 

The whole thing from beginning to end is 
a most remarkable proceeding, said a lawyer 
yesterday, and the ordinance, if were not so 
serious, would be laughable. The ordinance 
says ‘heat and power.’ Suppose only heat is 
transmitted. the city get a5 per cent 
revenue? Suppose only power. Does the 
eity get a cent? Let's see. Suppose that one 
year after the company begins to furnish 
power the city makes demand for 5 per cent 
of the gross revenue. 9 that the com- 
pany says: Hold on. .We’ré only furnish- 
ing power; we're transmitting no heat. 
We're not in shape to transmit 
heat yet. Then the city says: How soon 
will you be ready to transmit heat also and 
pay your 5 per cent?” The company auswers: 

e don't know; we're trying to get in shape 
and the ordinance is perpetual. ‘ Heat and 
power’ is not the same as beat or power.“

An Electric Engineer's Opinion of the Com- 
8 pressed Air Scheme, 

George K. Wheeler, the chief engineer of 
the Thomson-Houston Electric company, de- 
clared yesterday that the compressed = 
scheme could never be successfully worked, 
either for street railways or other appliances 
which require motive power. 

Neither for cheapness, power, nor con- 
venience could compressed air be substituted 
for electricity,” Mr. Wheeler said. In the 
few towns where compressed air is being used 
for minmg drills the machines are rapidly 
being discarded and electric drills adopted. 
During the last six months . we 
have in over twenty ele- 
tric drills where compressed air machines 
had previously been . The machines were 
useless andin many cases they were thrown 
away. Compressed air has never been given 
a fair trial in this country, and until it has it 
will be difficult to judge. : 

“In Paris itis claimed it answers the pur- 
uired, but the condi- 
tions there are much different, from here. 
Compressed air might be snecessfully used for 
many small , but when it comes to 
using it to propel street-cars it would be a fail- 
ure. To me it seems absurd to compare it for 
an instant with electricity for street railways. 

air would be all right if it 
were used within a small, given space 
but as soon as it is conveyed any distance it 
loses its power, If was one leak in the 
pive all of the motive power would be shut 
off, and nothing could be done until the leak 
was found and repaired, 

„Every turn in the pipes through which 

cause it 


to lose its power, where an electric wire may 
be turned and twisted without affecting the 
current. You see when compressed air rushes 
along a pipe to a head it causes a sort of 
whirlpool when it reaches the turn, and by the 
time it has passed through and turns into a 
straight course again much of its power 
is gone. use of compressed air 
for transmitting power to rock drills is open 
to many obj The machinery is in- 
efficient, costly, of great weight, and quite 
complicated. The maintenance of the pipe 
line is troublesome and expensive and the loss 
of power considerable in long-distance trans- 
mission, pom large mains are used, which 1s 
not possible in most cases. The difficulty and 
inconvenience in changing the position of 
comp air mains and connections con- 
trasts forcibly with the ease with which elec- 
tric mains and cable may be moved, even 
from one level to another. 

It would be foolishness to attempt to run 
street-cars with compressed air. Electricity 
is the only power that could be successfully 
used. Cable roads are behind the 
times. You see it a cable car 
is blocked the whole line is naturally 
stopped.

exception of oil,and gas. But my impression 
is that the, franchise is particularly wanted 
for a hign water-pressure service. ‘There has 
been quite a number of men who have inves- 
tigated the subject and attemptcd to geta 
high water-pressure ordinance through the 
City Council. But findmg that it was un- 
popular to give such a franchise away they 
have all been compelled to abandon the at- 
tempt. 

“A high water-pressure service would 
come into direct competition with the 
city’s water-works, which is now a source 
of enormous revenue. The impracticabil- 
ity of allowing anything of that kind 
would suggest itself at once. While the 
establishment of a high water-pressure serv- 
ice would be the best thing that could happen 
to Chicago, it is absolutely necessary that 
such a system be owned and controlled by the 
city itself. Such a service would abate in a 
large measure the smoke nuisance in the busi- 
ness district of the city; it would furnish the 
necessary power for all small commercial and 
manufacturing pur as the running of 
sewing-machines, elevators, etc.; it would 
lower the rate of insurance by furnishing a 
more efficient fire service than can now be ob- 
tained,-and, in fact, there would be no demand 
for a fire department in cases where the hyd- 
rants were connected with the service ; it would 
solve the question of insurance, which now 
furnishes a drawback to the further construc- 
tion of high buildings. The standing water 
pipe which would be placed in all the sky- 
scrapers wovld furnish ample protection in 
cases of fire, 

Mr. Roche was the first one to investigate 
this high water-pressure service question when 
he was Mayor. Later on I took the matter up 
and found that it was an excellent thing, but 
its immediate introduction was impossible at 
that time on account of a lack of funds.“

PADEREWSKI PLAYS IN CHICAGO AGAIN. 


He Charms His Audience with Marvelous 
Interpretations—The Thomas Orchestra. 
M. Paderewski gave his fourth recital in 

Chicago yesterday afternoon in Central Music 
Hall, it being the first ina series of five he 
will give in the same hall in the course of the 
next seven days. The program contained as 
its larger numbers the Sonata Appassionata 
of Beethoven, the Schumann Carnaval.“ 
and the Liszt Hungarian Rhapsody No. 6, 
while Haendel’s “‘Harmonious Blacksmith“ 
Variations, a Chopin “ group’’—consisting of 
one of the preludes in A flat, the C sharp 
minor Etude, the Berceuse, and the A flat 
waltz—Rubinstein’s Barcarolle in F munor, 
and the pianist’s own Theme Varie and 
Nocturne, given as encore at the close 
of the concert, completed a recital inherently 
of high musical worth, and which gained addi- 
tional brilliancy from the masterly playing of 
Paderewski. Lo point out and describe the 
excellencies which make this artist truly great 
—the genius, the intelligence, the emotional 
quality, the perfect com mand of every technical 
resource—were a pleasant task and yet un- 
grateful—pleasant, because dealing with gifts 
and attainments which call for naught save 
highest praise; ungrateful, because such an 
undertaking could at Lest be but tentative 
and unsatisfactory. That he is a pianist, in 
every respect exceptionally great has been 
said before, and reiteration now of the state- 
ment can in nowise emphasize or mcrease 
that greatness. 

Beethoven’s noble sonata was played with 
a beauty of tone effect and wealth of emo- 
tion and passion, which, while they may not 
have pleased those who admire severely 
rigid and objective style of the old school, 
were to those who believe Beethoven’s music 
in no wise suffers by being interpreted with 
all the warmth and ion —governed, 
123 course, by inte 1 1 
player possesses in the highest degree 
admirable. The Carnival was accorded 
a performance in which poetry, passion, and 
fine imaginative wer were united with 
splendid results. While every division of the 
work was brought out with a skill and beauty 
that seemed perfection, one could but note the 
peculiar humor of the Harlequin” with its 
ever-recurri phrase, the dreaminess of 
Eusebius; the sprightliness of the Pan-

The Adagio con- 
tains much that is interesting and the Scherzo 
pleases by its wild abandon, but the work as a 
whole seems forced and on a piane musically 
lower than that a symphony usually is ex- 
pected to occupy. r. Thomas and his men 
brought careful treatment to the performance 
of the work, but the impression left by it can- 
not be considered a favorable one. 

The Fantaisie is a composition in every way 
barren of idea, unsatisfactory in orchestration, 
thankless as regards the sole part, and lac ing 
even the ible merit of brevity to lend it 
worth. second part contains a few or- 
chestral effects and one theme that are at- 
tractive, but aside from these the entire work 
is a dreary waste, and its subsidence into the 
silence in which it has long rested is as desir- 
able as it is inevitable. “ 

Mme. Rive-King was the soloist, and with 
the material at hand achieved reasonably suc- 
cessful results.

WORK ON THE RIVER SURVEY BEGINS. 
— 


The Drainage Board Puts Several Parties 
into the Field. 

Work on the Drainage Board’s river survey 
began yesterday. A triangulation party be- 
gan operations at Thirty-fifth street. A topo- 
graphical party will be started in tomorrow 
morning, and the work will be pushed rapidly 
forward. Ebin J. Ward is in charge of the 
work, and has a force of thirty men under 
him. Operations have been delayed for a few 
days because of lack of instruments. 

Another field force is at work at Lockport 
putting the finishing touches on the survey for 
route three which the board adopted recently. 
This latter force is engaged in securing infor- 
mation in detail preparatory to letting con- 
tracts for the construction of the canal in the 
vicinity of Lockport, for here is where the 
first spadeful of earth is to be thrown up, 
eleven weeks from now, if Engineer Williams 
assertion to that effect is at all prophetic. 

Property owners wno have interests along 
the route which are likely to be affected by 
the construction of the canal are annoyed with 
the dilatoriness shown by the board since its 
organization. Its frequent changes of route 
have been a source of great annoyance. to 
them. Mr. Griffin, of Griffin & Donneily, the 
ice dealers, who own several large ice houses 
on the bank of the Desplaines river between 
Willow Springs and Joliet, visited the rooms 
of the board yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of finding out, if possible, whether the 
route for that section, as now determined up- 
on, would ever be constructed. 

“Three years ago, said Mr. Griffin, ** we 
decided to make some improvements upon 
our .ice-houses. ‘Lhe improvements were 
greatly needed, but about this time the prob- 
ability that the drainage canal would wipe 
some of our houses out of existence forced us 
to put off ourimprovemenss until we could 
learn something definite concerning the 
location of the route. Our improvements 
have not yet been made. We are still waiting 
for information, and our houses will fall 
down, I presume, before we get it.“ 

Dr. A. P. Gilmore, having assisted for the 
third time in the selection of a route between 
Sag and Joliet, has gone South for a three 
months’ vacation.

The special committee of the County Board 
of Education appointed to consider charges 
against the management of the Normal School 
held a lengthy meeting yesterday which was 
practically barren of results.

of fuel down to screenings, shavings, garbage, 
and refuse can be burned. A most thorough- 
going and unprejudiced investigation has fully 
vindicated the position taken by Taz Tarsunz 
n this matter. 

A new candidate for public favor is the 
**chronometric ’’? smoke consumer, made by 
Sargent L. Greenleaf at Rochester, N. V. It is 
automatic in operation, and controlled by a 
time movement. Simply opening the door of 
the furnace, in the usual manner, brings the 
device into active operation, which continues 
until suspended by the time morement. Its 
operation 1s simply explained as follows: The 
steam is conveyed from the top of the boiler 
down to the front of the fire-box in dn inch 
pipe, and is then conveyed into the furnace 
by two half-inch pipes. Opening the door of 
the furnace to replenish the fire automatically 
opens a valve which permits the steam to es- 
cape into the furnace over the fire, with suffi- 
cient pressure to force the smoke downward 
into the live coals, where it is consumed. At 
the same time the opening of the door draws 
up 4 weight for the purpose of closing the 
door in due time, and also windsa clock move- 
ment which is adjustable to such length 
of time as it is desired to let 
the door remain open—say from 
three to five minutes—thereby admitting the 
oxygen from outside into the furnace, which 
combines with the steam to produce more 
complete combustion. Another feature is a 
revolving damper at the rear end of the ash- 
pit, which damper is also opened and closed 
by the opening and closing of the furnace door, 
thereby creatmg a strong under-draft direct to 
the chimney, while the furnace r is open. 
This damper can be adjusted to open much 
or little, as may be found best in the different 
operation of differently constructed furnaces 
and chimneys, and the amount of opening can 
be varied at pleasure, to suit the circum- 
stances. 

There are no data yet as to the working of 
this device upon which any opinion could be 
given. It is another steam- vice and may 
be as effective as others of the same class. It 
will probably be subjected to a test in the near 
future.

Trautman, local editor of the Geneva Repub- 
lican, was arrested in Aurora today on the 
charge of arson. The arrest Was made on 
complaint of F. S. Wrate of this city, who re- 
cently lost his mercantile block by fire. Mr. 
Trautman went to Aurora this afternoon 
to transact some business, and was 
at the depot ready to return 
when the Aurora City Marshal placed him 
under arrest. Word was immediately sent to 
Editor Meade of the Republitan. Upon hear- 
ing of the affair the people here were greatly 
suprised, Everybody seems to think that Mr. 
Trautman is the victim of calamny. He isa 
young unmarried man and has been in this 
city about six months. He came here with 
the Republican editor from Beloit, Wis. 
The fire which Mr. Troutman is charged with 
having set occurred Feb. 24. The build- 
ing was the property of F. S. Wrate. The oc- 
cuvants were: The Geneva tblican, which 
suffered a total loss; Amery’s dry goods store: 
and the saloon of Donahue & Huber. There 
were also a number of private tenants in their 
upper stories, all of whom lost more or less 
by the fire. Incendiarism was suspected 
and detectives employed. The charge which 
Mr. Wrate prefers is not believed generally. 
The fact that the Republican recently pub- 
lished an article that was derogatory, seem- 
ingly, to Mr. Wrate is claimed by some as the 
reason of his having caused Trautman’s ar- 
rest. He is held under $3,000 bonds, which 
were readily furnished by three Geneva 
business-men. Mr. Wrate, who swore out the 
warrant, is one of the Aldermen of the city. 
He is from Belvidere. When seen tonight he 
declined to be interviowed.

‘There are in this city, she said, 
100,000 wage-working women, and they are, 
Iam sorry to say, poorly organized. am 
glad that you have formed gn organization 
and that you see the necessity for it. Women 
must organize to protect themselves in their 
competition for work. For today woman is 
the conypetitor of man and the child the com- 
petitor of woman. A man is given a place 
and bis wages are beingcut down and cut down 
iftil he receives hardly a sufficient amount to 
kéep himself and family, and a woman gets 
his place. New machinery is then introduced, 
and it is not long before a child takes the 
place of the woman. You will be left then to 
starve and struggle just the same as the men 
are doing. ‘The only remedy lies in orguniza- 
tion, and now that you are organized you 
should join a great labor union 80 a8 to have 
the whole country to back you. You 
can accomplish this by joining the American 
Federation of Labor or the Knights of Labor. 
In this city for every forty rn 
women there are three persons who are de- 
pendent upon their earnings. When their 
bread stops it also stops for those who are de- 
pendent upon them. There may be an aged 
mother or father, a crippled sister or brother 
who look to them for their daily bread. I 
have visited within the last eighteen months 
200 workshops in this city, and can- 
not describe to the misery 
that some women . I have 
found the greatest suffering among 
the cloak, shirt. and necktie makers. There 
are today 200,000 women employed in New 
York in those trades, and some of them don’t 
earn more than 20 cents a day. You are be- 
ing cut down and cut down continually until 
you will be compelled to leave and seek some 
other trade, and there, perhaps, you will find 
the situation no better—for lack of organiza- 
tion. Your only hope is in organization. If 
you are organized, you can compel the firm 
not to send any more work to Joliet when its 
contracts there expire. 

Convicts at 40 Cents a Day. 

“T have visited Joliet and I will teli you 
what I found there. Your boss employs 400 
convicts, to whom he pays 40cents a day. Can 
any of the men who work in your factory sup- 
port themselves and their families on 40 cents 
a day? And I tell you another thing I found 
there, They had private citizens working side 
by side with these convicts, and they were pay- 
ing them double wages,or 80 cents a day. 
Those men work there and dare no more to 
speak while at work than they would dare to 
fly to heaven. By strong organization you 
can put down convict work.”

This demand was so unjust, for an 
amount out of all proportion to what others were 
paying on the same class of work, that we could 
not agree to it. Finally we allowed 2% cents 
for each shoe, which meant an advance of 25 per 
cent over the old price paid. It was then mutu- 
ally agreed that this would settle all grievances 
and that the men would go to work Saturday 
morniug.

CROP PROSPECTS IN CALIFORNIA. 


Reports Indicate That All Cereals and 
Fruits Will Exeeed Records, 

San Francisco, Cal., March 5.—Telegrams 
were received today from 100 correspondents in 
California to determine the present crop out- 
look in the State. The reports are complete 
and cover in detail the principal fruit and 
grain districts. Rains have been general 
throughout the State. In the San Joaquin 
Vatley the winter’s rainfall has averaged eight 
inches, while the average usually is four inches. 
In the other valleys of the State the rain- 

all has been normal, and the rains 
have come with adequate intervals to promote 
seeding and to afford trees and grain full 
benefit of the moisture. It is estimated that 
a larger acreage has been suwn to wheat than 
ever before, and the present outlook is or the 
larg est crop in the history of the State. The 
grain crop, however, yet depends upon rains 
in April and the absence of hot northers to 
insure crop, so that it is too early to base pre- 
dictions as to the probable grain yield for the 
year, though the presént outlook for a large 
crop could not be more favorable. 

Apricot, peach, almond, and prune trees are 
in full blossom and the crop of apricots and 
eherries promises to be two weeks earlier than 
usual. The acreage of grain in Fresno County 
is little less thar last year and the crops are in 
excellent condition. season is favorable 
for growing wheat and barley. The outlook 
for prunes is for a larger crop than last year. 
In — Angeles County extensive panting of 

tego 


fruit trees is in progress. In San 
County the crops are tnaking good growt 
By careful estimates the harvest of cereals will 
be 30 per cent in excess of any previous year. 
The rains came late, but since seeding the 
ground has been kept in good or ou by 
timely showers. 

The El Cajon vineyards report the vines in 
thrifty condition. In the apes ape deciduous 
belt at Julian there have u ample rains 
and will be big crops. The orange crop of 
Southern California will probably foot up 
1,800 carloads and be somewhat smaller than 
last year. San Bernardino County has al- 
ready shipped 700 carloads of oranges, and 
there are yet 300 carloads remaining to go 
forward from Riverside and 125 from the rest 
of the county. supply of oranges and 
lemons for late spring dem will be smail. 
At All ro, San Bernardino County, about 
5,000 acres are planted to wheat and barley, 
and in the vicinity of Chino there are over 
10,000 acres. Inthe great Yucaipal Valley 
5,000 acres have been planted, and the yield of 
grain will be the largest ever known in the 
history of the county. 


CHARGED WITH SMUGGLING CLOTHING.

ELECTION RIOTS IN JAPAN, 


Government Trying to Crush Opposition— 
Loss of Life on Several Occasions. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 5.—The steam- 
ship City of Peking arrived this afternoon twen- 
ty-six days from Hongkong, seventeen days 
from Yokoham4. Political troubles in Japan 
still continue, degenerating into riots, in some 
places accompanied by fatal results. The 
peace preservation act has again been en- 
forced in Kochi-ken, and the government has 
suppressed a number of opposition papers. 


Count Itagaki, head of the Jiyuto, and Count 


Okuma, head of the Kaishinto parties, are 
being prosecuted for alleged viola- 
tion of the law covering public meet- 
ings, in publicly indorsing the can- 
didature of five members of the popular party. 
Other adherents of these parties have also 
been proceeded against. The Jiyuto manifesto 
alleges malfeasance on the part of the govern- 
ment in enterprises where public money has 
been lavishly used. 

The statement is made that the Radicals 
have sent 1,500 persons to Sagawa-Mura, and 
that it has been decided that all vil- 
lagers above 15 and under 50 years of age 
shall be called out for the Radical party as 
against the Kokunins party. Several mem- 
bers of the Japanese Red Cross Society have 
gone to the place to assist the wounded in 
event of riots. Two hundred Kokunin rioters 
demolished eighty houses at Sagawa-Mura 
Feb. 13. The fight between the Radicals 
and the Kokunins, numbering 400, resulted 
in the killing of two Kokunins, 
Several Radicals were arrested. Riots and 
the loss of a few lives are reported from Yosh- 
ikawa, Fukucka, Ishikawa, Oita, and other 
prefectures. Jan. 28 à band of Kaishinto ad- 
herents invaded the house of a promi- 
nent Radical, Katimura Morinosuke, who re- 
pulsed them with his sword, wounding 
two of them. On the 29h was a pitched bat- 
tle between seventy Kokunin adherents and 
300 of the Jiyu-To party. One of the latter 
was killed and one of each party was wound- 
ed. An additional company of gendarmes 
has deen ordered to Kochi. A 
number of bloodless collisions between large 
parties of various factions have taken place and 
the government is enforcing the admonition 
ordinance in Yamanashi, Ishikawa, and 
Fukushima Prefectures requiring people to 
keep the peace. 

Tokio shows a remarkable absence of ex- 
citement, although canvassing is going on 
briskly. A meeting Feb. 6 was broken up by 
the arrest of twenty men who were disorderly. 
An article published in a Tokio newspaper re- 
garding the circumstances leading to the dis- 
solution of Parliament and generally regarded 
as a manifesto of the government concluded 
by saying: The resolution of iet is 
opposed to the welfare of the State- 
Ample space is given in the Constitution for 
supervision of the executive and for reforms 
in government by way of address to the Em- 
peror. There is no necessity for taking a 
roundabout way of rejecting supplies neces- 
sary for the welfare of the people and for 
hampering undertakings in order to cause a 
change in the Cabinet.“ George Gower 
Robinson, a well-known resident of Yoko- 
hama, was killed Feb. 13 by Lieut. J. H. 
Hetherington of the U. S.S. Marion. The 
latter, it is alleged, was jealous of Robinson’s 
attentions to Mrs. Hetherington. rhe 
Lieutenant surrendered himself and is con- 
fined on board the Marion. 

Robinson, the young man killed by Hether- 
ington, was a young banker. He was born in 
Yokohama and educated in England. He 
was very handsome, moved in the best society, 
and; being a well-known man about town, 
was extremely popular. Some time ago he 
began paying attentions to Mrs. Hethering- 
ton, and was so devoted that their intimacy 
became the gossip of the town. Hethering- 
ton told Robinson that he must refrain 
from seeing Mrs. Hetherington. and that 
he had better leave town. Robinson promised 
to obey and went away. In two weeks he re- 
turned and became more devoted than ever 
to Mrs. Hetherington. On the evening of 
Feb. 13 Robinson, with a friend named Pars, 
was out driving when some one on the road 
called out for him to stop. Robinson pulled 
up his team, when immediately two shots were 
fired from a pistol. The first one missed, but 
the second took effect in Robinson’s groin 
and he fell out of the buggy. Pars 
also jumped out and seized prone who 
had done the shooting. He soon released the 
naval officer, who walked away, followed by 
Robinson’s native servant, who pointed the 
man who had done the shooting out to the 

lice. Hetherington was arrested and placed 

n jail. Robinson died soon after the shoot- 

ing. On account of the prominence of both 
men, and of Robinson’s great popularity, the 
affair has created a great sensation, and pub- 
lie sympathy is largely with Robinson. Pas

and the disturbances which have followed them 
in Danzic and Brunswick are proofs of an ab- 
normal state of things. And when we find 
even the workinginen of a petty town in the 

Duchy of Anhalt take to pillaging the bakers’ 

and butchers’ shops we may be sure that the 

danger 1s real, 
In Austria the prevailing distress was un- 
suspected, even by the government. Yet, in 

Vienna alone more than 30,000 unemployed 


workingmen are wandering about the streets | 


and highways near the city. Assaults with 
violence are becoming common. In 
the northern provinces’ of Hungary the 
misery is terrible. More than twenty 
thousand peasants have been forced to 
subsist on roots and on the bark of trees. I 
could name villages in which parents have 
been driven to killing their children they have 
had no means of feeding. 

In Russia, on the other hand, there is no 
change for the better. Whole provinces are 
threatened with starvation. 

But if the wretchedness is great there is 
much charity abroad. The soldiers in many 
of the Russian regiments are sacrificing 
part of their rations 
leviate the distress in the rural 
districts. The situation is not much more 
hopeful in Italy. There the misery is not con- 
fined to the poor. It affects every class of 
society. From published statistics it would 
seem that during the last year the consump- 
tion of food has diminished in the following 
praportions: 

Bread, 4 per cent; meat, 20 per cent; coffee, 
A per cent; sugar, 12 per cent; tobacco, 11 
per cent. 

These figures are lamentably eloquent. De- 
2 all this, the Italian ministry does not 
think of redueing the army and estimates, 
which are commonly believed to explain the 
present misery. Italy aspires to play the part 
of a great power, for which the nation it not 
suited by state of its finances and of its 
public credit, ‘The financial disorder in three 
other European countries has led to public 
crises. In Greece the King has been com- 
pelled to dismiss his advisors because they 
could not fili the Treasury. In Portugal the 
downfall of the government is imminent, and 
lastly, in Spain, where the distress is com- 
paratively small, matters have grown serious, 
owing to the faults of which the Cabinet has 
been guilty within the last twelve months. 
Exchan have risen in an unprecedented 
way, and holders of securities in all the three 
St have last mentioned are growing 
alarmed. 


It is not strange that all these symptoms 
combined should have excited grave fears as 
— — course which things may take on the lst 
of May. 

The little German Emperor talks of propos- 
ing international measures to prevent 
disorders. He proposes that Anarchists who 
commit crimes should be liable to trial in any 
of the countries leagued together in which the 
offender may be captured. It is easy to fore- 
see, however, that this proposal, which would 
virtually create a kind of international ques- 
tion, will not be agreed to—at all events by 
France and England, nations jealous of their 
own authority. 

Exceptional measures of some sort will have 
to be taken. Our Labor day this year will 
have a much greater significance than on for- 
mer occasions. The first of May falls 
on a Sunday, and thus many working- 
men who in the ordinary course would not 
have stopped their work to join in a manfest- 
ation will be free. In France again the date 
will coincide with the municipal elections, 
which will then be held in every city except 
Paris and which may give rise to disorder. 
The Paris police, however, think that the day 
will pass by without dangerous riots, except 
in the outlying districte—St. Etienne and may 
be at Fourmies—where the Anarchists talk of 
renewing the disastrous affrays of last year. 
In Paris the precautions which will be taken 
should keep the agitation within bounds. The 
English Anarchists are powerless. The En- 
glish workingmen will put forth their whole 
strength in the great strike which the miners 
are to inaugurate next week. 

We may have more disturbances in Ham- 
burg and Berlin, where it is thought the ultra 
Socialists may try to effect the release of their 
leaders. But even there the authorities expect 
to be able to repress trouble. More anxiety is 
felt in Vienna, where the Anarchists are mak- 
ing rapid progress. Strikes are also expected 
at Brunn. 

The course of events in Belgium depends on 
the Chamber. Should the reform of the Con- 
stitution be voted ali will be calm on the lst 
of May. Should the reform in question not 
be voted we may see violent outbreaks, 
amounting almost: to a revolution. The Bel- 
gium Goversment is keeping a sharp lookout. 

Two countries can hardly hope to esca 
disorder—namely: Italy and Spain. The 
trial of the rioters arrested May 1 last year 
in Italy is not yet ended and the Anarchists 
do not conceal’ their indignation, French 
arrests are already under . considera- 
tion. In Spain much exasperation has 
been cau by the execution of the 
Jerez Anarchists, Red-hot republicanism 
prevails in Barcelona, which has been excited 
by the executions and by the recent dynamite 
explosion in one of the government offices. 
The allegiance of the army is strongly sus- 
pected, and it is not likely that the 
troops will be called out to re- 
press possible riots, a fact which 
will give the malcontents great opportunities. 
To sum up, though, there may be outbreaks in 
various places. It is only in Spain that dan- 
gerous riots need be dreaded. Unless a finan- 
cial crisis aggravates the existing discontent 
no serious trouble need be feared 
in other quarters. It must de 

rne in mind, thougn, that the 
McKinley bill has forced many manufact- 
uters to reduce the number of their employéa.

HE GIVES TESTIMONY IN THE COAL- 
| _~ DEAL INQUIRY. 


In His Opinion the Consolidation Does Not 
Dare Raise the Price of Coal Owing to the 
Intensity of Public Feeling, but as Soon 
as It Dies Down Coal Will Be Advanced 
to the Limit—Returns Nearly All in 
from Tammany's Census, Showing Large 
Gains. 


New Yorx, March 5.—[ Special.] — The State 
Senate Iuvestigating committee, which is try- 
ing to find out the details of the recent big 
coal combination, met again this moru ing at 
the Hotel Metropole. Sidney Dillon was the 
first witness. He said that he got out of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Board of 
Directors because it was hinted to him that 
Messrs, Baker and Maxwell ought to have 
places on the board. They held 100,000 shares, 
or one-third of the company's stock. Rus- 
sell Sage testified as to his connection 
with the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
as a director for a numberof years, but he 
knew nothing as to the transportation, values, 


or qualities of coal handled. He agreed with 


Lawyer Griftin, who conducted the investiga- 
tion, that himself and Dillon were the readiest 
** victims to be removed from the Board of 
Directors in order to make room for Baker 
and Maxwell, Continuing, Mr. Sage said 
there was and is now a feeling of distrust as to 
the stability of the coal combine. In Mr. 
Sage’s opinion it would be a great temptation 
to a few corporations to inc the value of 
their stock by making a combine to control 
their product. He said that an increase in the 

rice of coal meant an increase in the price of 
ron, for two and one-half tons of coal are 
necessary to make a ton of iron, and con- 
tinued: | 

I will tell you. gentlemen, that you don’t know 
how far this thing is going to reach. There has 

n no appreciable in the price of coal, 
and it would be folly for the combine to make 
one, owing to the bitterndéss of public sentiment. 
When this sentiment dies out, however, they will 
raise the price of coal to the limit undoubtedly. 
It is certain that a vast sum of money has been 
advanced by institutions in this city to promote 
the coal deal. I have my own distrust of any 
combine among corporations which tends to de- 
pervs people of the necessities or even the com- 
orts of life by increasing the prices. I would say 
without hesitation that f would not look with dis- 
favor, as an investor, on any legislation which 
would tend to discourage or prevent the forma- 
— of such combines as the one under discus- 
sion. 

S. M. Williams said he was aware of a deal 
between the Reading and Central roads, and 
that Mr. McLeod is President oi both.

Gen. Cullum Left $250,000 for Such a 
Purpose—Other Bequests, 

New Lon, March 5.—([Special.]—An- 
nouncement is made today by the executors 
of Gen, Cullum's will that he had left 3250, 
000 for the erection of a memorial hall on the 
grounds of the military academy at West 
Point. In case the United States does not 
care to furnish a plot in the West Point 
grounds for the purpose he directs that the 
committee shall take charge of the $250,000 
and put up the memorial hall on a spot as 
near the academy as possible. He leaves a 
special sum of $20,000 for the purchase of out- 
side land in such an emergency. He leaves 
nothing of a personal nature to the pro 
hall but a portrait of himself by Eliot Greg- 
ory. He leaves, however, the sword presented 
to his old chief, Gen. Halleck. by the women 
of St. Louis when he was in command of the 
Department of the Missouri. He left $20,000 
to the Association of Graduates, the income of 
which is to be applied to the purchase of 
statues for the memorial hall. Gen. Cullum 
bequeathes 1,200 volumes on military education 
and West Point affairs to the West Point 
library, and a large number of works on en- 
gineering to the a orig School of Appli- 
cation at Willett’s Point.

ay at 4 o’clock, and was removed the 
next morni Oliver told Mrs. Barber that 
the piano did not suit and that he had re- 
turned it. The piano company missed it in 
transit, along with several other purchased on 
trial from them during the last month.

Oliver at no time roomed at either place.

0 Given Careful Discussion, 


University extension in its relation to home 


life was the subject considered by the mem- 
bers of the Chicago branch of the Collegiate 
Alumnæ Association which met in the rooms 
of the Woman’s club at the Art Institute 
Building yesterday afternoon. 


A paper by Mrs. Kretzinger of Vassar, 88, 


read by Mrs. Helen Ekin Starrett introduced 


the topic. The broadening influence that uni- 
versity extension promises to exert upon the 
training of chidren was Mrs. Kretzinger’s 
chief argument in favor of the system. She 
pointed out the fact that the mother’s especial 
province is not technical instruction of her 
children, but rather reading with them, 
opening to them broader fields than text 
books or even the best of teachers, unaided, 
can lead them into. Cuitivated women who 
have enjoyed the advantage either of a college 
course or of extension classes are beyond 
28 best fitted to undertake this responsi- 
ility. 

Mrs. Kretzinger told of the triumphal prog- 
ress her own children had made from fairy 
tales to the Iliad, from the Iliad to Shaks- 
peare, and quoted the testimony of their 
teachers in regard to the desirability of such

PAINTER IN CHICAGO, 


He and His Wife Expect to Remain Until 
After the World’s Fair—An Interesting 
Chat with the Artist—His Views on the 
Coming Exposition and on Art in Eu- 
rope—The Colony of American Art 
Students in Paris—The Kankakee Asylum 
Donations. | 


The famous American artist, G. P. A. Healy, 
arrived in this city yesterday afternoon, and, 
with his wife and daughter, is stopping at the 
Virginia Hotel. He left Paris a fortnight ago, 
and arrived in New York on one ot the French 
line steamers last Saturday. Although wearied 
from his long trip he chatted pleasantiy and 
interestingiy. 

Mr. Healy said he was glad to be back in 
the United States and in Chicago, which for 
so many years had been the home of his 
choice. He will remain here, he expects, until 
after the Exposition. When asked if he would 
accept commissions from those who desired 
to possess the creations of his brush, he re- 
plied that he did ngt :ntend to spend all bis 
time in idleness, though one purpose of his visit 
was to seek rest and renew old acquaintances 
and friendships. He believes the World’s Fair 
will be a great success, and that foreign na- 
tions and peoples will manifest an increased 
interest in it from now on to its opening. Mr. 
Healy is a charming conversationalist, with a 
reserve of . that makes his apparent 
confidences witty comments the more del- 
icate and charming. ; 

He will have on exhibition here during the 
Exposition four pictures—portraits res 
ively of the Duc d’Aumale, third son of Louis 
Philippe; Jules Simon, Whitelaw Reid, pres- 
ent American Minister at Paris, and George 
Picot. The portrait of the Duke was 
painted at Chantilly, and Mr. Healy 
is inclined to regard it as his finest work in 
that direction. His greatest painting, hov- 
ever, he thinks, is that in the Senate chamber 
at Washington illustrating Webster’s reply to 
Hayne. It is a large canvas and embraces 
besides the two central figures the portraits of 
about 150 Senators of their day. 

Of his noted gift of paintings to the Insane 
Asylum at Kankakee he spoke in a peculiar 
strain of mingled humor and niodesty. The 
gift embraces about eighty paintings in all 
mostly portraits, and he gsays he is delighted 
to hear that the inmates of that institution 
highly appreciate them. All men, you know, 
are vain in some direction, especially the 
painter man, and I had some confidence in 
making the donation that the community 
of cranks there would appreciate 
and take pleasure from them.“ At 
this intimation that but thin partitions do 
divide genius from lunacy the generous artist 
quietly laughed. Of all the paintings at Kan- 
kakee he thinks that of Mary Anderson is 
about the best. His first gift to the institu- 
tion was a consignment of seventy-two pict- 
ures, the others having been given since. 

Of the colony of American art students in 
Paris he speaks: enthusiastically. Some of 
them, he says, display great talent, and among 
them are several young women, whose efforts 
are not the least noteworthy. To give an 
idea of the size of. the colony he said

MEMORIES OF CHARLES DICKENS. 
He Would Have Been a Great Actor if He 
Had Not Been a Great Novelist. 
Pall Mall Budget: Mr. Percy Fitzgerald, 
who knew Dickens intimately for many years 
and traveled with him on his reading tours 


and staid with him e , gave an in- 
terésting lecture on the great novelist last 


Thursday at the London Institution. The 


following are a few extracts: 

The first time I met him was at a rail- 
way station; he was standing at the open car- 
riage door, reading his paper, quite careless or 
unconscious of the many eyes that were bent 
on him. He wore a little round hat, set rather 


jauntily on one side, ones a little curl, and a 


light shooting suit. His face seemed weather- 
beaten and a good deal worn, like a seaman’s. 
But a most expressive face it was! Every line 
and muscle seemed to do duty. 

You saw the glimmer of the anticipated jest 
working among the very creases of his fore- 
head; it then twinkled in his brilliant e 
and crept down to his finely-cut n 
which quivered sensitively, while under his 
mustache, in the recesses at the corners of his 
mouth, there lurked a whole crowd of 
mirth-compeliing fancies, erumpling up the 
skin m folds from the enjoyment. Thus, from 
his whole face there flas a general halo of 
mirth, Add to this a cheery voice, with 
hearty bursts of Lord bless you, no!“ 
Bless you, yes, to be sure!“ which imparted 
a genuineness to he said. He was, in 
truth, a delightful creature, one of those pict- 
uresque, natural, interesting figures of which 
only half a dozen at most appear in a genera- 
tion. Mr. Irving in many points of manner 
suggests him—especially in that quiet tran- 
quillity and gentile air of indifference. 

I was sitting on the platform behind the vio- 
let screen when he gave his farewell reading, 
and heard him say so pathetically: “ I vanish 
from these garish lights for evermore.” I 
was at Lady Freake’s pretty private theater in 
Cromwell road, where he appeared for the last 
time, just one week before died, He had 
some idea of playing The Wreck Ashore,’’ 
which would have been a fine performance, I 
had one 128 vf him that night, but he 
was behind the scenes directing the perform- 
ance. The bill is before me now, re was 
the eternal Happy Pair” and a French 
piece. ‘The ill-fated Herman Merivale is 
among the players. At end the earnest 
manager was found seated behind the scenes 
in a dreamy state, his thoughts far away. He 
would insist on going to Gadshill that night. 

He was unrivaléd as a story-teller, though 
it was more a series of pictures, 88 or 
humorous, that he set before us. dramat- 
io face and features supplied half the coloring 
and details. His fashion was to play with 
the subject exactly as when he was writing, 
and set it in some fantastic hght. Thus it 
was the richest treat to hear bim give a whole 
series of scenes from the life, character, and 
manners of old Sam Rogers. poet had 
been a great relater of what are called cut- 
and-dried stories, which he always told in the 
same sepuichral tone wo es, by 
the way, which Dickens borrowea, as he told 
me, for Justice Stareleigh. He had sunk into 
decay and a sort of imbecility, and seemed 
quite unconscious of ali that was going on 
around him. Some of his relations begged of 
Dickens, with a friend, to go and dine with 
him and cheer him up. | 

They did so, but he did not know. them, and 
continued in the same a state until 
his old valet, who knew all his stories by heart 
would stoop down, and, in a cheery way, ca 
to him: Come, sir, tell Mr. Dickens that 
capital story about Mr. Pitt and the Bath gen- 
tleman.“ Instantly he was aroused ; it was as 
though the penny had been dropped into the 
slot,“ the figure began to work at once. Mr. 
Pitt was once walking down St. James street, 
when a gentleman him. “Don’t you 
know me Mr. Pitt? I met you at Bath.“ 
“Delighted to meet you, sir, at Bath.“ The 
head then dropped, and . 22 relapsed 
into its old insensibility. ve faithful valet, 
after a few moments, stirred him up again. 
Tell Mr. Dickens, sir, that first-rate story of 

ours about the Hon, Capt. Cadogan and the 

ovely Miss Campbell.“ 

Again the old man went off. “ Capt. Cado- 
gan was deeply enamored of the Hon. Miss 
Campbell, and once introduced himself into 
her boudoir as she was 9 — to go to a 
party, meaning to avow his on. had 
never seen him. She 1 a at him fixedly, 
and said: ‘ Why don’t you begin?’ She took 
him for the ’airdresser,”” During a long day 
in the train he poured out a whole series of 
these stories, acting them almost, with great 
vivacity. Another day, at an hotel, I recall 
that we remained sitting at the breakfast 
table till about 2, and all the time he was in 
great spirits, acting anecdotes of this kind, 
inventi fanciful situations of embarrass- 
ments, which be would amplify and compll- 
cate in his most diverting way. 

It was often said that he had a jealousy of 
Thackeray, and there is a story of the recon- 
cilement by the coats at the Athenzum 
club. Dickens would have disdained any 
such feeling. The truth, I believe, was the 
friends of the new writer were — not that 
he should share the throne with Dicke ne 
they wished to depose -the latter altogether. 
For a time it was very indecently contended 
that Dickens was gone by, that the new 
writer was worth a dozen of him.“ Dickens 
was much hurt at this coarse, ungenerous 
treatment. —

: . elements of real gravity. It is an old saying 
that the best way to break down an offensive 
law is to rigorously enforce it. Almost does 
it seem as if this is what the miner authori- 
ties of Germany have now in mind by the sud- 
den new outbreak of prosecutions under the 
antiquated laws governing majestatsbeleidig- 


a = otherwise can one understand such 
grotesque cases as that of Thursday in Munich, 
Ww aéervant girl of 17 was sentenced to 
e months’ imprisonment for speaking dis- 
respectfully of the Emperor. {t is impossible 
to imagine that when this sample absurdity 
comes to William’s notice it will not set him 
thinking on the importance of getting rid of 
such a law altogether. 1 
As it is. I have reason to believe that he 
knew nothing of the suits brought against the 
great journals mentioned, and will not be 
sorry if the trials produce’a state of feeling 
sufficiently strong to make a change in the 
laws about lese-majesté. These abuses of 
despotic power were tamely enough submitted 
to under Bismarck when the German press 
nad become the most servile and spiritless in 
. New Liberalism Is Bubbling Up. 
, Williata’s own words and acts have set the 
‘new Liberalism hopefully’ bubbling all over 
the Empire. It bespeaks much lack of tact 
in his Liberal critics that they have not, been 
able more clearly to connect him with their 
revived spirit ot independence and carry him 
along with them. But Prussians have an 
angular, sharp-cornered way of doing things 
which creates rancors and a sound of friction 
wholly out of proportion to the actual dis- 
turbance. It will be found after all, I fancy, 
that the Kaiser and the Liberals are not so far 
apart as was imagined wheh something comes 
to test the real state of affairs. 

William is not at all intolerant of critivism 
if advanced with sufficient boldness and sem- 
blance of sincerity. Prof. Delbruck, for ex- 
ample, has in the current number of the 
Breussische Jahebuch a most vigorous, un- 
sparing attack on the Kaiser’s recent Braden- 
‘burger speech, yet nobody dreams that it will 
effect the very cordial relations existing be- 
tween him and William. 

No Faith in the French Ministry.

It is true that there is 
a ministry in office which thus far has secured 
good working majonties in the chamber; and 
Loubet, its Premiery makes a favorable per- 
soral impression in his new post..

It is what forced Bonaparte 
forward nearly a century earlier. 

Constans May Hold the Future. 


Nobody hag yet taiked of Constans as 
possible pretender. He has said and done 
nothing to provoke doubt, but as to his 
patriotisin, ali the same, he has been put in 
the position of the. strong man with 
the grevance, which is in itself 
enough to make him a fashionable figure in 
French polities. If he remains quiet and out 
of office until the coming May day, and the 

. Sggietists kick up a disturbance involving 
more bloodshed than last year and become a 
greater terror to timid householders, Constans 
will loom at once as the biggest and most 
popular man in the republic. 

There will be no stopping this. In the pub- 
lie mind be is given the whole credit for 
smashing Boulanger, for dissipating the 
war clouds which hung around the in- 
credible charlatan, and for preserving domestic 
order as nobody else was able to do before. 
It is only a short step from enjoying this rep- 
utation to posing as the Savior of France. 
This is why I say the French ministerial crisis 
still exists and must in one form or another 

_ Continue to exist into May. Then we shall be 
able for the first time to guess what part this 
big-jawed, iron-fisted, hot-headed Constans is 
to play in the everlasting drama of French 
Politics.

Free Access to the Scotch Mountains. 


Following upon the heels of this African de- 
bate Prof. Bryce brought up for the eleventh 
successive “ year the question of a free’ 
access to the Scotch mountains. Never 
before has he been able to secure a vote 
on it. At last his ‘perseverance is rewarded 
‘and the principle of his resolution accepted 
without division. The government did not 
dare risk a contest on it because a large num- 
ber of their rich supporters, who come down 
to look after their ivory shares and Protestant 
religion, had gone away again, and they would 
probably have been beaten. 

In the course of debate many references, of 
course, were made to Mr. Winans, the Ameri- 
can, who seems to have fenced in the greater 
part of Roasshire, but it looks as if people had 
grown weary of the abuse of Winans; at any 
rate, Balfour loudly led the cheer with which 
the Commons greeted Buchanan’s remark that 
the blame really rested on the Scottish land- 
lords who had given Winans the right he exer- 
cises. 


Poland May Be Under Martial Law. 


More definite news from Poland in the last 
few days points to a step of terrible signifi- 
cance during the next week or two. Gen. 
Gourko has returned to Warsaw and brought 
with him imperial ‘permission to deciare that 
city and all Poland if necessary in a stage of 
siege. His openly expressed intention is to 
hang a dozen or 80 principal Polish citizens 
who are unfriendly to Russian rule. This-re- | 
vival of the awful memories of Mouravieff in 

1865, coming in the. year. when Polish national 

feeling is rumning: exceptionally high, must 
produce a profound impression throughout, 
the civilized world, under other conditaons it 
would probably goad the Poles into attempted 
insurrection, to be put down with wholesale 
massacre. : 

As it is Poland will not be tricked into any 
such trap. It is conscious of at last having a 
friend on the throne in Berlin, and it will 
bide its time under even the most outrageous 
provocation; keeping the Nationalist propa- 
ganda alive everywhere, but giving the tyrant 
no overt excuse for slaughter. But even more 
than Bulgaria, this year Poland will be anx- 
10usly watched by those who hold in their 
hands the destinies of the next war. 

Mrs. Parnell’s Bequest in Court. 

Uniess it is settled beforehand the great 
Wood will case is to come to trial the 24th 
inst. Even if the chief living figure were not 
Mrs. Parnell the case would attract wide- 
spread attention from its inherent strange- 
ness. Old Mrs. Wood, whose fortune of 
$1,000,000 is in dispute, was a weirdly eccentric 
character, and im the latest years grew blind, 
deaf, and quite silly. She never read news- 
papers or any books save the Bible 
and the classical poets. Her servants 
were compelled to memorize verses from these 
and recite them daily in her presence. One of 
the witnesses-at the coming trial will be a 
young English footman Who revolted at this. 
She drove out once a day in her brougham 
with drawn blinds. 

‘One of her favorite occupations was to draw 
wills. There is a whole series of these. The 
earhest, made in 1847, is filled with quotations 
from the Greek Testament and the poets. In 
the first of these she devised her property in 
an equitable way. Gradually, as her niece 
Kitty grew up from girlhood, they show 
changes increasingly in her favor, the last of 
all, every line of which save the feebly- 
scrawled signature is in Mrs. Parnell's writ- 
ing, leaves to the latter everything. 

The story of the wonderful sustained fight 
she made to keep her brothers and sisters 
from getting at their aunt rivals one of Wilkie 
Collins’ plots. They aver that the most as- 
tonishing devices were resorted to for this 
purpose. One sister, Lady Leonard, de- 
clared that on one occasion when she man- 
aged to obtain access to her aunt she found 
the old woman had been kept under the im- 
pression that her nephew, Sir Evelyn Wood, 
had been killed in Zululand. About this time, 
that is, four years ago, Sir Evelyn applied for 
a commission, in lunacy for his aunt. 
The application reached her in a form 
which thereafter made it easy for Mrs. 
O’Shea to keep the whole brood of relatives at 
a distance while she lived at.Eltham, close to 
her aunt. 5 

O’Shea and Parnell in the Shadow. 

The spectacle of O’Shea in the background 
watching and waiting gives the thing an in- 
tensely dramatic touch. Once, it seems, a 
rumor of the Parnell scandal in some way got 
to the old lady; who was a Puritan of the 
grimmest type.

Berurn, March 5.—The leaders of the 

National-Liberal and Freisinnige parties are 
exchanging: confidences with a view to con- 
certed action against the Empercr’s absolut- 
‘ism. The parties have too widely divergent 
programs to permit of fusion, but in the 
face of danger from a common enemy who 
would destroy them both a temporary coali- 
tion is recognized as being inevitable. The 
question now discussed in the lobbies of the 
Reichstag is what plan of campaign ought to be 
adopted against the government. The leaders 
of the Freiginnige party want to challenge 
openly the pretensions of the Emperor by 
raismg a.debate in regard to the pending press 
persecution, The more cautious National-Lib- 
eral tactie ians, however advocate the adop- 
tion of a policy of obstruction in the Reich- 
stag and Landtag in the consideration of the 
estimates, using whatever constitutional 
checks the deputies have on the government 
in granting or withholding money. The Em- 
peror has felt the check during the week in the 
refusal of the deputies to vote an appropria- 
tion for the construction of cruisers and cor- 
vettes. 

The proposed coalition would not be suf- 
ficient to overthrow the Emperor’s legislative 
projects unless an alliance was effected with 
the Free Conservatives. If the advice of Prof. 
Delbruck, one of the most prominent of the 
Free Conservatives, be followed, this alliance 
will soon be accomplished and the govern- 
ment, no longer able to rely on a compact 
Clerico-Conservative majority, ought to suc- 
cumb and the Emperor to adopt a new line of 
policy. But nobody expects this fortunate 
issue, 


The Emperor might disolve the Reichstag’ 


and Land tag, trusting to obtain a majority 
through the labor vote and a union of the 
clericals and steadfast conservatives or might 
go.further towards absolutism by governing 
on the strength of his prerogatives and despite 
the parliamentary majorities. Everything 
known regarding Emperor William’s mood 
points to his Majesty’s readiness to act an irre- 
sponsible ruler if allowed to do so. 
He Ordered the Press Prosecutions. 

The press prosecutidns are undertaken in 
accordance with his express instructions. 
Those who seek to apologize for and excuse 
his Majesty assert that the prosecutions were 
initiated in consequence of the course adopted 
by the Public Prosecutor, and that they were 
not prompted by the Emperor and were con- 
trary to his wishes. It is a well-known fact 
that the Emperor has been greatly enraged by 
the press comments on the criticisms of his 
Brandenburg speech and is determined to 
contest the generally recognized rights which 
have hitherto protected the press from prose- 
cution. 5 

The Brandenburg speech of His Majesty 
continues to be the universal topic of conver- 
sation here. The phrase which excites the 
most comment and which is becoming fami- 
iar as a proverb is the one in which he advises 
the discontented Norgeln den Deutschen 
Staub von Ihren Pantoffeln Schuttelten.” It 
is asked at whom he aimed as “ slippered 
grumblers.“ It certainly could not have been

mised that the phrase had reference to the

Another surmise is that the Emperor simply 
hit the phrase in a moment of vinous exhila- 
ration. His Majesty drinks less than most 
wine drinkers, but he can stand less. After 
taking two glasses of champagne he becomes 
talkative and after the third becomes indis- 
creet and pugnacious. His after-dinner 
speeches usually require toning down, but the 
Brandenburg utterances were published with- 
out having been edited. The prosecutions of 
the press imply that the Emperor has ed- 
cided to abide by his recent declarations, 
which are offensive to most educated Ger- 
mans. 


Grand Duke of Hesse Serlously III. 

The Grand Duke of Hesse has had a stroke 
of paralysis that has affected the entire right 
side of his body. His condition is critical. 
Ludwig IV., the reigning Grand Duke of 
Hesse, was born Sept. 12, 1837, and succeeded 
to the throne on the death of his uncle, Grand 
Duke Ludwig III., June 18, 1877. July 1, 1862, 
he married Princess Alice, second daughter of 
Queen Victoria, who died Dec. 14, 1878. His 
eldest daughter, Princess Victoria, married 
Prince Ludwig of Battenberg, his second 
daughter, Princess Elizabeth, married the 
Grand Duke Sergius of Russia, while the third 
daughter, Prineess Irene, married Princa 
Henry of Prussia. There is yet another 
daughter, Princess Alice, who was born June 
6, 1872. The heir to the throne is Prince 
Ernest Ludwig, the Grand Duke’s only son, 
who was born Nov. 25, 1868. 

Dr. Finsch's Designs on Emin Pasha. 


The Berlin Post today publishes further ad- 
vices from Cairo regarding the project of Dr. 
Finsch to send an armed expedition to join 
Emin Pasha. Having failed to obtain an 
audience with the Khedive to ask permission 
to enlist 200 Soudanese soldiers for the expedi- 
tion, Dr. Finsch presented a petition to the 
Khedive in the streets, wherevpon he was 
seized and roughly handled by the guards. 
He has, however, obtained appointment of an 
audience with the Khedive. Dr. Finsch says 
that the British East African company will co- 
operate in the expedition. He intends to go 
from Mombasa to Userimasimani, thence to 
Cisiumo and by the Victoria Nyanza and the 
Nile to Magunga. He will try to persuade 
Emin Pasha to hold the Equatorial provinces 
in behalf of Great Britain. 

Revival of the Krandy Monopoly. 

The revival of the brandy monopoly scheme 
on which Prince Bismarck, the Chancellor of 
the Empire, was defeated in 1886, means that 
Emperor William and Charcelior von Caprivi 
are dauntless in the face of existing difficul- 
ties, and will deliberately raise more. To sum 
up the position Germany is on the verge of a 
period of internal turmoil which may afford 
the monarchy’sexternal enemies a long hoped 
for chance of attack. Chancellor von Caprivi 
will shortly hold conferences with the leading 
distillers relative to the brandy monopoly 
scheme. 

On Slave Trade and Copyright. 

The Reichstag has passed the credit for the 
suppression of the slave trade ia East Africa. 
Previous to the passage of the credit Dr. Kay- 
ser, the head of the Colonial Department, 
made his report, m which he stated that the 
imports and exports to East Africa were grati- 
fying. 

The Bundesrath has approved the copyright 
treaty with the United States. . 

Police Discover Red Flags.

THE AMERICAN COPYRIGHT LAW. 


Has Not Helped French Authors—It Simply 
Legalizes Piracy. 

Paris, March 5.—A year’s experience of the 
American. International Copyright law has 
proved sadly disappointing to French authors 
and publishers. 
Charpentier, Eugene Plon, and Paul Delalain, 
four of the leading publishers of Paris, say the 
law has not produced the good effects ex- 
pected. Paul Calmann Levy, another well- 
known publisher, said: The law is of 
too recent date for French authors 
and publishers to be able thoroughiy to 
appreciate its advantages or to discover its de- 
fects. We are not yet sufficiently familiar 
with the details of its application to judge it 
by experience or toobtain from it all the good 
it may have in store for us. In thé meantime 
we can only look forward to its yielding ad- 
vantageous results in the future, and express 
our satisfaction that literary property was at 
last recognized in the United States.“ 

Felix Alcan, publisher of scientific works, 
said: Up to the present the law has not 
produced any practical results so far as I am 
concerned, but the measure has been in oper- 
ation too short a time for me to say what may 
be expected from it.“ 

The “ Manufacture Clause” Spolls It. 

Count de Keratry’s part in bringing about 
the pass of the law is well remembéred. 
He is now here and was asked his views on the 
subject. The Count said: The ‘ manufact- 
ure clause’ in the law prevents any country 
from getting benefit from it. It is perfectly 
uatural that the United States should want to 
protect home printing interests against En- 
glish publishers; but in France, the 
language being different, our publish- 
ers can do nothing to hurt American 
printers. This ‘manufacture clause’ bas 
raised up a Chinese wall which prevents liter- 
ary and artistic intercourse between France 
and the United States. To seeure to Ameri- 
cans the printing of perhaps thirty books per 
annum it kills copyright on innumerable 
works. Only two French writers have sold 
American copyrights under the new 
law. and one of them is M. Zola.

So far as French 
novels are concerned the new law has done 
nothing more or less than to legalize literary 
piracy.

Lonxpow, March 5.—Coal mining should be 
a prosperous business in this country, for 
both operators and men seem adepts at rig - 
ging the markets.” For more than a week

miners. The weather sutidenly tarned cold, 
the public took fright, and everybody bought 
coal, Thbgesultis a rise of $2.40 cents a ton, 
which is about the price of Pmladélphia and 
Reading coal at Schuykill Haven. | 

So far the only people who have prof- 
ited are the mine owners and the middiemen. 

miners are not benefited They 
played the part of the cat to the operators. 
The poor, of course, suffer the most. A 
hundredweight of coal costs twice and in 
some districts thrice as much as it did ten 
days ago. 

Really there is no reason for the panic or 
such an outragious increase in price. There 
are over 600,000 miners in Great Britain and 
not more than a third have even discussed the 
question of a strike. If the export trade is 
cut off one-third of the miners in the country 
might remain on strike six months without 
restricting the output consumed at home. 
It is more than an even chance that therg will 
be no strike. Coal stocks are low and prices 
have never been better, and, there being a 
chance for both operators and miners to 
make money, the talk of a stoppage is likely 
to grow less than more. When it is decided 
that there is to be no strike the public will 
howl, but in a week all will be forgotten, and 
innocents will fall into a similar pit with the 
same delightful ease as now. 

Horses and the U. . Treasury Ruling. 


A widely extended interest is taken in the 
show of hackneys and hunters at Islington 
this week, the attendance is flattering large 
and the exhibits are unusually numerous. 
High praise is bestowed on Mr. Hecksher of 
the Forest View Stud, Westchester County, N. 
I. He bought twenty-two head, but before 
the 18th, when he will ship bis purchase in 
the Teutonic, he will have fifty head.- The 
stock brought high prices. Mr. Hecksher 
paid 300 guineas for a Welsh pony, 250 for a 
mare, and from 100 to 150 for the rest. Mr. 
Bloodgood, who owns the stud farm at Great 
Barrington, Mass., bought eleven hackneys, 
for which be gave stiff prices. Tom Mitchell 
of Bradford bought a lot of ponies and hack- 
neys, which cost on an average 150 guineas 
each, for Dr. Seward Webb. They will be 
shipped to Dr. Webb’s stud farm at Burling- 
ton, Vt. 

The recent decision of the United States 
Treasury that no horses be admitted free of 
duty after April 1 unless it could be shown 
they had five crosses came in fora passing dis- 
cussion at the annual meeting of the Hackney 
and Horse Society this week, but a full dis- 
cussion was postponed until the April meet- 
ing. Breeders here say that the decision will 
kill importation, as the stud book is only ten 
years old, and as fey buyers want ani- 
mals less than 5 or 6 years old it will 
be impossible to secure stock with nine 
crosses; they admit that many mongrels were 
imported by Americans for breeding purposes 
apparently, and do not blame the Treasury 
efforts to stop such trafic, but maintain that 
the Treasury, instead of asking impossibilities, 
should be satisfied with requiring four crosses 
for afew years at least, and then raise the 
standard of height and enforce it. The Hack- 
ney Society is anxious to maintain the high 
reputation of English breeders, and on Lord 
Londesborough’s motion was adopted the fol- 
lowing: That it be an instruction to the 
council that there be no further admission of 
imported mares over fourteen hands high into 
the society’s stud-book.”’ ;

The port officials who boarded the 
ship broke in the door of the Captain’s cabin 
and found him lying insensible. An examina- 
tion revealed the fact that he had four,wounds 
in his head and body. Medical assistance 
was at once summoned for the 
wounded man, and be afterward 
regained consciousness. He subse- 
quently stated that the crew of the Regent, 
headed by the chief mate, had mutinied and 
threatened to kill him. He believed it was 
their intention to fire the ship and then 
abandon it, leaving him on board to perish. 
Seeing them as he supposed setting fire to the 
vessel he went into his cabin, locked the door 
and then tried to blow his brains out, prefer- 
ring to meet death in this manner than to 
burn up with the ship. 

The captain’s improbable story was not 
believed and an examination was made as to 
his sanity. . The physicians decided that he 
was insane and that he should “be sent to his 
home in England in the care of a doctor. He 
and his medical attendant sailed on the 
British steamer Dunbar Castle, which 
called at St. Helena on her way from Table 
Bay for London and arrived here today. The 
doctor extracted the bullets in the captain’s 
head and body on the voyage.

The Great Coal Crisis. 

The great coal crisis in England is serious, 
but it has been exaggerated. The public is scared 
at the idea of 400,000 miners being idle and 
consequently it is ardering coal freely. Prices 


are advancing daily and bid fair to reach 40 


shillings or $10 per ton. The men begin to 
play next Saturday, but the effect of their

Mr. Abbey stood apart and stared straight 
in front of him. He was interested in cigars.

There 
was in all thissomething so absolutely crushing 
that the impresario iooked even more gloomy 
than before. A dozen men approached him 
concerning the opera, but Mr. Abbey looked 
at them all with a degree of surprise that was 
slightly tinged with resentment. It seemed a 
curious thing to him that people should insist 
upon talkihg about the opera.. He did not 
about it one way or the other. 
Then he grew more morose and went out to 
find the man who had sold him the cigars. 
The dozen or more men turned on their heels 
wearily and wondered what the outcome of 
the operatic situation would be. 

Everybody in New York has been engaged 
in a similar speculation, and they; are as far 
from the facts today as they were two weeks 
ago. Abbey isa sphinx. Appeals to Grau 
are vain, for he is a man of the world. As

Things have taken a new turn lately, and 
there is an impression abroad that Abbey and 
Grau have laid their heads together to some 
purpose on this octasion, and that the direct- 
ors ot the Metropolitan Opera-House will be- 
fore long retire from the haughty position of 
receiving —— from managers and 
make a liberal proposition in place of it to 
Abbey and Grau.

Portugese Duties Lowered for Wheat Im-

The government of Portugal has issued a 
decree granting permission o traders to im- 
port „ tons of wheat at a duty of 104 reis 
per kilo.

Recalling the Tioga Explosion.

One of the amendments made to the ordi- 
nance that it might look less offensive was 

Se 7%. Said company shall pay annually to 
the City of Chicago for and in consideration of 
the rights and privileges granted an 
amount equal to five (5) per cent of the gross rev 
enue or receipts of said company. Such payments 
shall be made in the manner following: At the 
enpiration of one year from the time when said 
company shall commence to distribute heat and 
power to consumers in the City of Chicago the 
President or other chief officer of the company 
shall file with the City Controller a statement, 
verified under oath, showing the amount of the 
gross annual revenue or receipts of said company 
for the preceding year, and shall at the same time 
pay to said Controller the said amount of five (5) 


per cent on the annual gross revenue receipts. 


Fairly construed this might mean or be in- 
tended te mean that a year after the company 
has begun furnishing either heat or power it 
should begin paying this 5 per cent. But the 
provision should have been worded more 
definitely so that there would be no room for 
quibbling. Good lawyers said yesterday that 
„ heat and power could not be construed as 
equivalent to heat or power.” After the 
company had furnished power for a year and 
was called on for its first payment. it might 
claim that it had furnished no heat to any 
one that its functions were not all carried on 
—and that until it supplied both heat and 
power it was not obliged to pay anything. The 
fact that there is no penalty for a failure to pay 
might make the company more eager to take 
advantage of all the loop-holes it could find. 
If the concern does not live up to its agfee- 
ment about this percentage the city will have 
to go to the courts for its dues. Provision 
should have been made for a forfeiture of the 
franchise in such a case. 

But if there were no question as to the legal 
duty of the company to begin paying this 5 
per cent as soon as it has furnished either 
| heat or power for a year, supposing it delivers 
| neither of those things and did something else 
under its ordinance? Then it would not be 
obliged to pay anything on its gross receipts. 
Supposing it merely laid pneumatic tubes for 
the conveyance of letters and other articles. 
It would not have to pay a percentage on its 
receipts from that source. Supposing, as is 
claimed by some, that it went into the cold 
storage business, it would claim that its in- 
come from that source was outside of the per- 
centage requirements of the ordinance. 

Nor is there anything to ‘hinder this com- 
pany from renting out sections of its territory 
to smaller companies. In that case the gross 
income of the corporation would be the same 
as ite net income and the amount received by 
the city would be. greatly diminished. Sup- 
posing the North Side Street railway eom- 
pany had agreed to pay 5 per cent of its gross 
income to the city and that it was subsequent- 
ly leased by a new corporation. Then, of 
course, the receipts of the old company would 
be merely the amoufit of the money paid for 
rent. It will be noticed that this ordinance 
does not say that the successors or assigns of 
this Power Supply company shall pay this 5 
per cent, but only the company itself. 

These are some of the curious points in this 
ordinance which thé Mayor felt it his duty 
to sign in the interest of the city.“ The 
Mayor will not hear the last of it for some

MR. ROCHE A AS A STALKING-HORSE, 

Thursday Mayor Washburne said: 

I am more favorably impressed with the ordi- 
nance of the Chicago Power Supply and Smoke 
Abating company today than I was yesterday. 
In response, I supposé, to a remark I made to Mr. 
Bacon, ex-Mayor Roche and Mr. Chalmers of 
Fraser & Chalmers called on me today and told 
me they were interested in the company. 

Friday afternoon the Mayor “ eulogized the 
business ability and spoke of the high charac- 
ter of éx-Mayor Roche,’’ and said “‘ there are 
other good business-men also behind the en- 
terprise. Peeuliar pains were taken all 
along to thake Mr. Roche’s name prominent 
and to show how he had investigated the sub- 
ject of compressed air, was enthusiastic about 
it, and beliéyed that the introduction of the 
system in Chicago would do away with the 
smoke nuisance. And yet Friday night, after 
the Mayor had signed the ordinance, a re- 
porter had the following conversation with 
Mr. Rohe: 

„Mr. Roche, are you or Mr. Chalmers financially 
interésted in the Chicago Power Supply and 
Smoke Abating companyT’ 

He replied: * Not to the extent of $1. I have 
pressed a willingness, as has Mr. Chalmers, to 


purchase some of the stock of the company when 
it is formed. But we are not backing it.“ 


It looks very much as if Mr. Roche had 
been made to play the part of an artless cat’s- 
paw in this affair. It seems as if his respecta- 
ble naine had been used to create the impres- 
sion that the power supply concern was a rep- 
utable one in which the people could have 
faith. The ex-Mayor says he 1s not interested 
in this company to the extent of a dollar.“ 
What is the meaning, then, of the frequent 
statements made during the last few days that 
he was interested in it—statements, by the 
way, the truth of which he went to no pains 
to deny? 

It is very plain that this ordinance was 
dangled before Mr. Roche’s eyes by those who 
have it for sale, but he has not yet be- 
come an owner of it. It was held up to him 
to see how much he would give, and then 
shown to others to see if they would bid more. 
If they do he will not get it. Possibly on re- 
flection he has decided that it is safer to let it 
alone. 

Mr. Roche owes it to himself, however, to 
explain why he has allowed so free a use of 
his name to be made by the Mayor and btners 
for the purpose of veneering this ordinance 
with a little decency and giving the former an 


| excuse for signing it. The ex-Mayor has been 


put in a humiliating and an embarrassing po- 
sition, ahd the sooner he extricates himself 
from it the better pleased his friends will be. 
He should not hesitate to denounce these in- 
dividuals who shoved him to the front to rake 
their chestnuts out of the fire for them, and 
who after they have used him will not let him 
in for & share of the good things they have to 
dispose of unless he pays the full market 
price for them.

THE BUCKET-SHOP NUISANCE. 

The article in % Tunern about 
„ bucket-shop losses suggests that the betting 
spirit is still strong in the community. A 
great number of people invest their spare 
cash in mere bets on the course of prices in 
stocks and produce, though they need not 
think long to be convinced that they stand 
nothing like an even chance against the men 
who rake in their money. Oue of the experts, 
who speaks from experience on the winning 
side, is quoted as saying that the bucket-shop 
keepers win five for every one they lose.” 
This may be an over statement of the case, 
but it would hardly be unfair to place the 
chances of the business at two to one; making 
it compare in that respect with the prospects 
of the man or woman who patronizes the lot- 
tery. The bucket-shop is no better in other 
respects than is the lottery, and if it be cor- 
rect to suppress the one it is right to suppress 
both. ‘Fhey are mere gambling institutions, 
and their patronage is drawn from the least 
moral part of the community, that being pre- 
cisely the one that might be thought suffi- 
ciently shrewd to let alone any device which 
makes the chances against them much greater 
than those in their favor. 

In reality the bucket-shop can easily be 
proved to be more demoralizing than the 
lottery. The funds contributed to the latter 
are never used to- the detriment of other 
classes except in the shape of bribes to officials 
and profit to those who eater to vicious habits. 
Bat the money poured into the bucket-shop 
by its victims is often used against them. It 
becomes a club for beating them. The money 
they pay in as bets makes it to the interest of 
the person receiving it to cause the market to 
move in such a way, if possible, as to prevent 
them from realizitig theirexpected profit. As 
it is notorious that the great mass of bucket- 
shop betting is done on what is called the buy. 
ing side the proprietor of that establishment 
is generally interested in keeping prices down? 
and he has not infrequently been known (or 
strongly suspected) to have sent selling orders 
on Change in sufficient quantity to break 
prices when he had a good line of bets out 
with people, most of whom wanted the market 
toadvance. This and similar action by the 
men who sell the privileges known as puts 
and calls has formed perhaps 99 per cent of 
the conduct legitimately complained of by 


the supporters of the Hatch bill for the sup- 


pression of trading in futures. 

If in deference to the wishes of the farmers 
the legislators at Washington can legally 
suppress bucket-shop betting and the pur- 
chase of puts and calls on produce they 
would render the agricultural classes a bene- 
fit by so doing. Their action also would be 
warinly indorsed by the great majority of 
members of the Board of Trade in this city, 
even by many of those who trade in these 
privileges on orders from customers. They 
recognize the practice and its appendages as 
highly demoralizing in tendency, and open to 
practical objections almost equally great with 
the merely theoretical ones that have been ad- 
duced against it in common with the more 
legitimate buying and selling of produce for 
future delivery. The probability is that if 
the farmers succeed in having the latter de- 
clared illegal or taxed out of existence they 
will find themselves worse off than now, the 
remedy being even more bad than the disease 
they ask to have cured. The distinction be- 
tween the two is none the léss important be- 

cause many papers affect to disregard it, nor 
can it be wiped out by their persistent cry 
that the farmef,is being robbéd by everybody 
in the business who is not donfined to the 
selling of car-lots of grain or buying the same 
for the purpose of massing them into car- 
goes,

THE METAL OF THE FUTURE. 
Tae TUN of last Sunday sketched the 
history of the metal aluminum from the time 
it was dréamed of by the alchemists to the 
present day, when it is produced at less than 


50 cents per pound. Prof. Richards, the 


writer of the article there quoted from, thinks 
it possible that a few yedrs hence the metal 
will be produced by a purely metallurgical 
process, using neither sodium nor electricity, 
and that then the cost will be less than 10 
cents. Then its use must be far more extend- 
ed than now; though the oft-repeated state- 
ment that it will displace steel for bridges, 
steamships, machinery, etc., is a fallacy, be- 
cause in those cases strength is a fixed 
quantity, while size is not. Aluminum 
is only one-third as heavy as steel, 
but by itself it is only one-third. as 
strong; so that its use for the pur- 
poses named would treble the ‘bulk without 
any decrease in weight. But its lightness 
would commend it in many other ways—-for 
instance, in the kitchen, on the table, and as 
a roofing material; in fact, wherever it is de- 
sirable to have an object of a fixed size, made 
of metal and as light as possible, For kitchen 
and table ware it will be especially valuable, 
because of its resistance to many strong cor- 
rosives. It is not affectea by the sulphurous 
vapors or the acids of the body which badly 
discolor silver, and thus is of great value for 
surgical instruments, It was the only material 
from which could be made the tube worn 
in the throat of the Emperor Frederick of 
Germany. On account of its resistance to 
nitric acid it is successfully substituted 
for the costly platinum plates heretofore 
used in certain kinds of batteries. It is found 
that the new smokeless gunpowder rapidly 
corrodes and eats through the copper shells of 

the eartridges in which it is packed, and the 
German Government now uses many tons of 
aluminum for the making of those shells, 
which are thus lighter for the soldier to carry. 


Its sanitary recommendation of nofi-corrosive- 


ness is not the only one in the kitchen. Alumi- 
num holds the heat much better than any 
other metal. It permits the cooking to be 
done with less fuel, and when placed side by 
side under similar conditions the aluminum- 
covered dish will be still hot after a pewter 
dish has become cold. It 1s thought probable 
that a few years hence a large part of all the 
pure aluminum made will be manufactured 
into kitehen utensils and table ware. 
Almost every day some new uses for which 
the new metal is peculiarly suited are being 
brought to light. One of the chief difficulties 


in the way has been the trouble of joining it, 


„ 


are of superior look and quality. Its use in 
alloys has much improved the quality of 


be expected to revolutionize the manufacture 
of optical, surveying, and surgical, as well as 


light alloys promise to be the most important 
factors in solving the problem. Probably by 
the year 1900 it will be numbered among the 
common metals of every-day life, and 
later will stand out im history as one 
of the great achievements of this won- 


clay that exists on and near the surface of our 
globe. At present the supply of clay from 
which it can be profitably extracted is com- 
paratively small, just as the clays from which 
good porcelain and pottery are made are 
searce. But itis reasonable to expect that 
processes will be devised for extracting alum- 
inum from common clay, and if not there will 
always be enough of the metal procurable. 
It may be considered probable that aluminum 
will ultimately substitute silver in the arts, 
crowd out brass and bronze, and abolish the 
use of nickel, pewter, and lead for most if not 
all purposes. 
SPELLING REFORM. 

The movement in the direction of speilmg 
reform, which was organized in our centennial 
year by an international convention held at 
Philadelphia, is now being pressed along a 
new line. The impulse originates in Chicago, 
in the shape of a memorial to be presented to 
Congress, but not asking pecuniary aid from 
that body. It takes the ground that the move- 
ment to bring about a reform in spelling our 
language needs no financial aid from govern- 
ment and should receive none. It asserts 
that tests or trial schools are not necessary to 
establish the proposed change, as the spoken 
word is dictation for spelling the word, and 
that all the assistance desirable to be re- 
ceived from government isits adoption by it 
with directions to the public printer to use 
the alphabet in all its printing. 

This kind of reform is practical. It is for 
the people to say whether or not it shall be 
adopted. There is in the proposal no room 
for suspicion that a job is contemplated 
for giving soft places to an untold number of 
drilling teachers to be paid at the expense of 
the public for the work of introducing new- 
fangied forms and methods in spelling. Nor 
is it open to the objection that the few new 
forms of letters needed for a complete’ repre- 
sentation of alphabetic sounds would involve 
any considerable cost otherwise. The ideal 
phonic alphabet for dictionary use would ¢on- 
tain forty-two letters, twenty-five of them 
taken from the English alphabet. The memo- 
rial is accompanied dy a certification that all 
the Chicago type-founders will make at their 
own expense all necessary dies and matrices 
to make their different fonts of type contain 
the letters of any phonic alphabet that Con- 
gress may adopt and recommend for general 
use, providing the designs for the letters it 
may contain have not been patented or regis- 
tered as trade marks, and are public property. 

The memorial represents that such gov- 

ernmental recognition and recommendation 
ofan alphabet containing a sign for each 
sound in our language would be a national 
blessing, providing the alphabet can be used 
by the public without paying royalty, and it 
presents a scheme for one which can be so 
used. It suggests the appointment of a com- 
mission consisting of three eminen“? philol- 
ogists, three well-known advocates of spelling 
reform, three expert proofreaders, and three 
practical printers, to select and recommend 
for adoption the letters for an American al- 
phabet. This is to be the first practical offi- 
cial step towards the reform which shall be 
accomplished without creating a fype mo- 
nopoly to enrich a few individuals at the ex- 
pense of ores and without government aid 
other than to defray the necessary expenses of 
the proposed commission if appointed, 
„There need be little doubt that spelling re- 
form is a thing of the future. It is destined 
tocome. The present artificial method of 
spelling is too cumbrous to be perpetuated 
through the generations that will follow us. 
Two or three years in the life of every person 
who becomes moderately well educated in the 
language of the United States are practically 
wasted in gaining an acquaintance with verbal 
intricacies that in the opinion of thousands of 
educators could be dispensed with. The only 
question is, When shall the reform be under- 
taken? Possibly it would have been begun 
on radical lines ere this but for the fact that 
most of the efforts in this direction have been 
complicated with questions of personal promi- 
nence, proposed government appropriations, 
or fears of an unsubstantial muddle out of 
which would rise no permanent good. The 
plan now proposed obviates the first two of 
these named objections, and reduces the third 
toaminimum. Hence it may be commended 
as at least worthy of a careful Consideration 
by the readers of books and newspapers, with 
an eye to indorsing it if they deem it worthy 
of approval or condemning it if they do not 
think it merits support. 


THE ROCKFORD “ CHRIST.” 

The claims and practices of the fellow who 
has for several years past posed near Rock- 
ford as the Messiah are about to be venti- 
lated in open court in this city. In other 
words, George Jacob Schweinfurth will be 
called upon to answer to the, serious charge of 
having alienated the affections of the wife and 
children of the plaintiff, and two of his alleged 
apostles will be mado codefendants.

MEDICAL VALUE OF OZONE. 

Tus Ton last Sunday and a week 
previously stated something of the theories in 
regard to ozone and its action on the human 
system that have been given to the world in 
the last few years. On another page of this 
issue will be found statements of the views of 
several leadmg physicians and chemists of 
this city on the subject. Apparently none too 
much is known of the character and operation 
of an agent which promises to do so much for 
mankind, if a tenth part of what has been 
claimed for it be true, In this connection it 
may be of interest to present the conclusions 
arrived at in regard to ozone and the peroxide 
of hydrogen by an Eastern chemical investi- 
gator, who does not wish to have his name 
used till after his paper has been published in 
some technical journal. 

First of all, he states that ‘he believes 
‘ozone is in no way & form of oxygen.“ The 
latter he defines as essential fire and corre- 
sponding with electridity. It destroys and 
burns, but does not Preserve and build up. 
Ozone, or, aa he calls it in his essay, 
„Radiogen,“ is the essence of light and cor- 
responds to magnetism, that force and the 
sunlight being twins of deifle origin, finding 
their highest development in the human 
being who intelligently possesses their wisest 
use. The text-books describe peroxide of hy- 
drogen as acompound of two molecules of 
hydrogen and two of oxygen, while water con- 
tains two of the former to one of the latter. 
Oxygen forms 23 per cent of the air we 
It is the ednsuming fuel, the 
physical essence of terrestrial fire. It is an 
almost inert substance when brought into con- 
tact with pus, and not only does not destroy 
microbes when brought into contact with 
them, but is absolutely necessary to their cult- 
ure in the laboratory. It is altogether a dif- 
ferent thing with peroxide of hydrogen. The 
authorities are agreed that it destroys mi- 
crobes at sight, and instantly deccmposes pus. 
They also coincide in declaring that all this is 
due to that “ nascent oxygen termed ozone. 
The latter word is from the Greek, and means 
‘something that emits an odor.“ To accept 
this term as a description of its properties 
would be equally just as to believe the ex- 
plaaatory deseription given in the text books 
that ‘‘ peroxide of hydrogen is a very unstable 
preparation, that decomposes rapidly, espe- 
cially at a temperature of 70° Fahrenheit.“ It 
has been demonstrated that thé peroxide can 
be made so stable that even the boiling point 
of water at the sea level has no effect what- 
ever on its volumetric capacity. 

There seems to be no room to doubt that 
ozone is a sure cure for diseases caused by 
micro-germs, if properly applied. The rea- 
soning is simple. The bacteria which cause 


disease in the human frame are principally 


composed of an albuminous substance called 
micro-proteine, and the albuminoids are de- 
stroyed or rendered inert by coagulation 
when exposed to the oxidigmg action of 
ozone. Hence both science and common 
sense tell us that it is sure death to these 
noxious entities: if they can be suitably ex- 
posed to its action. The great question is as 
to the method of effecting this, and unfortu- 
uately the point is one on which so far the 
authorities differ, while the medical profes- 
sion is generally disposed to give it 
the cold shoulder because this promises to 
be a speciflo ‘remedy, and the “specific” 
in medication is a thing on which orthodox 
physicians have been taught to look with holy 
horror as a product of quackery. Yet they 
have within the last few years so radically 
modified their views on many ‘important mat- 
ters of methods and material that it should 
not be difficult to go a step further and admit 
the possibility of directly dealing with a cause 
of disease instead of simply combating its 
symptoms. 

Tun Tarsuyz regards the investigation of

AGAINST ADVERTISING SHEETS, 


Mr. Scott’s Bill Defining More Clearly Sec- 
ond-Class Mail Privileges. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., March 5.— [Special.] — 
Mr. Scott of Illinois today introduced a bill 
to amend the postal Jaws so as to prohibit ad- 
vertising sheets from being transmitted as 
second-class matter and limiting the number 
of sample copies that may be mailed at sec- 
ond-ciass rates. It enacts that publications of 
the second-class, except as provided in Sec. 25 
of the act of March 3, 1879, when sent by the 
publisher and from the office of publication, 
including sample copies, or when sent from a 
news agency to actual subscribers or other 
news agents, shall be entitled to trans- 
mission through the mails at one 
cent per pound or fraction thereof. 
such: postage to be paid as now pro- 
vided by law; provided, that hereafter no 
publisher shali be permitted to mail sample 
copies of the newspapers or periodicals after 
the tirst issue of the same in excess of one- 
half the number thereof mailed at the same 


time to regular subscribers except at the rate 


of postage applicable to transient second-class 
matter, that is to say, one cent forevery four 
ounces or fraction thereof, payable by stamps 
attached, every sample copy to be plainly 
marked as such before being deposited in the 
office for mailing, and to be exactly the same 
as some regular issue of the publication of

0. The new pack is now being offered 
at the same prices as last year, which 
lessens the difference formerly existi be- 
tween Alaska and Columbia Riverto such an 
extent that the latter will undoubtedly: ge- 
ceive the preference of the trade. The Fisher- 
men’s Union on the Columbia River fixes the 
price of salmon packed in this district and it 
is not atall likely that it will reduce last 
year’s prices. 

“While the combination isan important 
factor in the market, I do not think it will so 
advance prices as to effect the consumer. It 
may decrense the profits of the jobber and re-

New Machine Which by Its Cepacity Will 
Lessen the Price of Cordage. 

Boston, Mass., March 5.—[Special.]—A de- 
vice just invented here for making rope at an 
immense saving of ‘expense: and time, and 
which it is regarded will be an important 
factcr in the present controversy between the 
National Cerdage company and the outside 
inills, is described in the Advertiser. ‘The 
secret has been so well kept,“ says the paper, 
“that the present announcement will be the 
tirst intimation of the -existence of such a 
machine to the majority of those who would 
naturally be most interested in it.“ 

The machine will be known as the Norman, 
from its inventor, and experts who were ac- 
corded a private view of it in operation the 
present week report that by it rope making is 
simplified to a degree heretofore thought im- 
possible, « 

The new machine is capable of making, it is 
claimed, fifty feet per minute of 9-thread ma- 
nila or sisal, a speed that is nearly five times as 
great as that attained by the best machine 
now in use. In addition to making as finely a 
finished rope as the others, this machine turns 
out a complete coil ready for the market, a 
feat never before agcomplished, and 
the successful attainment of which 
means an immense saving in the labor now 
required for manipulating the rope between 
its manufacture and the stock room. The 
machine in question differs from the Silsby“ 
and other well-known makes in many essen- 
tial particulars, though the general principle 
involved is the same. 

The greater product is made possible by a 
simplification of the mechanism and the substi- 
tution of more ingenious auxiliary devices for 
those commonly in use. The automantic 
coiler is, of course, entirely original, and in 
this lies much of the real value of the machine 
as a producer of cordage at the minimum of 
cost.

Canada Gives Evidences of Good Faith in 
Its Recent Declarations of Amity.

ANDREW YOUNG EXPLAINS THE 
CAUSES OF THE NUISANCE, 


Liberated Carbon Particles Which Are Car- 
ried Up the Chimney by Steam and 
Gases and Are Distributed on Surround- 
ing Objects—Imperfect Combustion in 
Furnaces—A Sufficient Quantity of Fresh 
Air and a Suitable High Temperature 
Required to Abate the Evil. 


In discussing the smoke nuisance and, in 
particular, when making arrangements for its 
abatement, it may bé well to understand what 
smoke really is, as we find in talking of the 
matter a considerable misunderstanding re- 
garding this point. When tnere is a fresh 
supply of bituminous coal, such as is gathered 
froy our fields hereabouts, thrown on the 
fire, in a grate, for instance, in quantities suf- 
ficient to put out or conceal for a moment the 
flames, a volume of vapor of a dark-brown or 
bluish-black color may be seen against the 
walls of the grate. This vapor is commonly 
called smoke, but, strictly speaking, is not 
smoke and does not deposit soot. The cdlor 
of this escaping gas or vapor. is sufficient 
to distinguish it from smoke. This depends 
somewhat on the color of the background 
against which it is seen. While it may be 
seen to have various colors according to the 
shade against which it is seen, it is never 
really black, as true smoke is. 

While holding anything white, as a piece of 


paper or dish, in this gas which escapes be- 


fore any flame is visible, it will be found to 


become coated witha sticky matter, usually 


brown and hard to remové, and having a sul- 
This is due to sulphur and 
other volatile portions of the gas. Without 
these coloring matters the vapor is a car- 
bureted hydrogen—that is, a chemical mixt- 
ure of hydrogen and carbon. When the charge 
of coals and the escaping vapor have gained 
sufficient temperature the latter can be 
„get fire’ by a lighted match or 
by turning up the coals in 
the grate. The colored vapor will 
disappear above the flames, and we will find 
on our piece of paper soot or particles of car- 
bon differing from the former deposits. A 


chemical change has taken place, and, as a 


result, we find this deposit of carbon which 
was not seen before. The carbureted hy- 
drogen gas is ignited and a flame is the result. 
There is a chemical union of the hydrogen of 
the gas and the oxygen of the, air producing 


flame gnd heat, and forming water, which 


passes off as steam generally invisible. At 
the same time the carbon has been liberated, 
is partly consumed and partly deposited on 
our paper. ! 
Liberated Carbon Particles. 
In a grate or open fireplace with a low sur- 


rounding temperature, the burning of the hy- 
‘drogen, the cause of flame, isnecessary to the 


liberation of carbon particles, which are car- 
ried up the chimney by the steam and gases, 


or are deposited as soot on everything they 
come in contact with. It is this volume of 
gases and vapor, colored by these minute par- 
\ ticles of carbon, that form smoke, properly

smoke effectually. Slow firing, putting the 
coal on carefully, a little at a time, spreading 
it out so that it will at once come in contact 
with the heat in the furnace, will do a great 
deal in securing perfect combustion and in 
preventing the escape of carbon or smoke. 

If the flame be connected with a good con- 
ductor of heat at a low temperature, carbon 
may be formed even with a supply of 
oxygen present and smoke will result. To ac- 
complish this the flame must be cooled down 
below the temperature necessary to ignite the 
carbon, before the union is effected. From 
the foregoing it would appear that smoke es- 
capes only after the flame is formed. This is 
true only when it be gears to the open grate or 
any fire surrounded with an atmosphere with 
a low temperature. In a@ furnace where 1s 
maintained a high temperature, carbon — 
be set free by the heat without combining wit 
the hydrogen, and smoke may result. Smoke 
can be avoided in all cases by bringing a fresh 
air supply in contact with the carbon while it 
is red hot in the flame or at a temperature 
high enough to combine with the oxygen. 
Fresh Air and High Temperature Needed. 

What is then required for perfect combus- 
tion and the abatement of the great nuisance 
from smoke is to have present a sufficient 
quantity of fresh air and a suitable high tem- 
perature. In our open grates we generally have 
the former, but as a very small portion of air 
passes through the fire, tne greater quantity 
passing over it, is of a low temperature and 
absorbs the heat before the carbon and oxy- 
gen can be chemically united. In a furnace 
under our boilers the temperature is generally 
of a sufficiently high quality, but the supply of 
fresh air is apt to be lacking, especially above 
the fuel. To get an adequate supply of fresh 
air into the furnace at the sides or back or 
front must be the object of all who would sup- 
ply a smokeless furnace. © 

Smoke prevention has had much time and 
labor devoted to it and not without good re- 
sults. It has been the means of furnishi 
the present day with devices which greatly ai 
in securing à more perfect combustion of the 
fuel and greatly lessen the appearance of 
smoke. It is always found to be difficult to 
maintain the sufficient presence of fresh air 
and the requisite degree of temperature toa 
furnace in actual practical use. It may be 
constructed so that the proper portions of 
both may be given to it when closed, but the 
moment the doors are thrown open and a new 
charge of coal is thrown in upon the fire a 
new condition of affairs is present 
against which no provisions have been 
made. For the time smoke will appear and 
remain until the conditions under which or 
for which the furnace was constructed return, 
The cooling effects of open doors and the sup- 
ply of fresh fuel disturb the temperature, re- 
duce it to a lower degree, and smoke or tne 
fine particles of carbon are carried off, some- 
times resulting in great clouds, whith.cannot 
help becoming a nuisance, But we are glad to 
note the presence of devices which will great- 
ly lessen this nuisance, and, when „* 
constructed and properly cared for, will re- 
duce it almost to nothing to that point where 
it will cease to give offense. 


An Extravagant Remedy. 


It has been proposed by some to regulate 
the draught and throw on a sufficient amount 
of coal to choke and coal the furnace so that 
the hydrocarbons may not be ignited, but pass 
off unburned. Thus they will not produce 
smoke, but as they are allowed to escape un- 
burned it becomes a very extravagant and 
wasteful method of using fuel. In fact all 
such methods cannot be used where economy 
ia fuel is any object at all. Shutting off the 
draught at the time of firing as a means of 

reventing smoke has also — — but has 

ailed, unless in cases where flame has been 

revented. There should be a greater 

raught at this time and for a short 
while after firing in order that the best 
economical resuits may be obtained. In all 
furnaces where the tem perature is lowered and 
the dampers closed failure will follow, for it 
prevents the securing of the two necessities, a 
fresh air supply and an adequate supply of 
heat. | 7 

Wetting the coal when placing it in the fur- 
nace has been recommended, but tinis is at the 
cost of much fuel, as coal so treated will re- 
duce the temperature of the furnace. The 
prevention of smoke by this method is some- 
times ascribed to the water being introduced 
with the coal, but unfortunately for the theory 
when the hydrocarbons do ignite the quantity 
of smoke is rather increased than diminished, 
the presence of water being the cause.

At the con- 
clusion it is added that, to avoid smoke ef- 
fectively and pe 
to adopt some one of the ern furnace con- 
structions. It appears that the engineers of 
the society regard the steam jet devices as the 
second best arrangement, calculated to tide 
over tne imperfections of the old furnace con- 
structions, and that, per nent relief is ex- 
pected only from the er bee of the down- 
draft, the coking, and retort construc- 
tions. In accordance with the position taken 
by Tae Trrsune the down-draft system is 
recommended as the most perfect solution of 
the problem. The merits of the other con- 
structions are brought out wherever they may 
suit the case. 

In the case of a report made yesterday to D. 
B. Scully, No. 49 to 51 River street, for in- 
stance, it is stated that the furnace was 
equipped within the last ten days with the 
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Olson steam-jet burner. There were certain 
conditions, however, which made the device 
to an extent inoperative. The draft was 
dull and insufficient, little more than one-half 
of the draft that should be provided for 
effective work. The depth of the furnace was 
six to eight inches less than it should be, and 


the ash pit eight to ten inches too shallow. An 


improvement was suggested by dropping- the 
grate bars at the rear end, The chimney 
would have to be carefully examined, thor- 
oughly cleaned, and made tight. The ash pit 
was not kept as clean as it should be. The 
result of these defects was that the steam ſet 
device worked ery res But Engineer 
White recommends the ies who put 
in the device be called in, and that they should 
receive the benefit of the corrections suggested 
before condemning the device. As a perfect 
cure, however, a modern furnace construction 
is recommended. 


Recommend Better Devices, 


Similar defects were found at Nos. 223 to 
225 Fifth avenue, where good coal was used 
and Hutchinson steam- jet burners were ap- 
plied. The setting of the boiler was defect- 
ive; the distance from the boiler shell to the 
— and the depth of the ash pit were insuf- 

cient. The Hutchinson burners were not 
kept in operation long enough after firing. 
The fire-doors did not admit enough air. It 
was recommended that they be perforated. If 
all these small alterations are made the out- 
fit would be put in the best possible condition 
without general reconstruction. But the re- 
port goes on to say: We cannot express 
strong confidence that these will be suf- 
your most urgent require- 
ments. If they do not prove suf- 
ficient take one of the modern 
forms of furnace construction. The Ritter, 
Gillespie, McGinnis, ana McKenzie furnaves 
will do the work, but require a good quality 
of coal, the Ritter furnace requiring the least 
amount of special skill. It is also —— in 
the room you have to apply the down-draft 
system, which will enable you to use less ex- 
pensive grades of fuel. There are also three 
types of mechanical stoking devices, any one 
of which would probably prove to have a ga- 
pacity entirely within your requirements.“ 

The building Nos. 237 to 289 Monroe street 
was found to have a Kelley stéam jet and 
Gulickson shaking grate. Defects were found 
in the depth of the furnace, the width of the 
chimney, and the general setting. There was 
too much work for the size of the plant. The 
report concludes: We do not know of any 
furnace which we would advise you to make 
use of in the restricted space which you have 
and with the heavy duty required of your 
present boiler, unless it is the Hawley down- 
draft furnace.”’ 

In the building of? R. W. Bates, Nos. 11 to 
13 Adams street, the process of combustion 
was sluggish because the grate surface was 
too great for the amount of work uired, 
In addition to other improvements it was 
recommended that a fire brick wall be built, 
so as to reduce the grate surface and make a 
long and narrow furnace. All these improve- 
ments, however, are only fortamporary relief, 
Modern furnace construction is recom- 
mended as the only permanent and thoroughly 
effective remedy .

Justly has the old chronicier Herodo- 
tus said that t is the gift of the Nile.“ 
Exactly so much of thedesert valley lying be- 
tween the yellow surbarned hills as the wave 
of PW ER Mes Log can touch by flood or 
artificial irrigation it transforms as if by magic 
from a wagte toa paradise. One does not real- 
ize what water is to theearth until many astroll 
has been taken along those emerald strips of 
barley and millet fields and those long, waving 
groves of palm trees which embroider the Nile 
all the way from Cairo to the second cataract 
and, indeed, much higher. In a thousand 
spots you may stand in Middle and Upper 

gypt with one foot in rich, verdant-growing 
crops and the other buried in barren sands.

You have left behind at Gizeh the last of 
the great group of pyramids, but pow and 
— the Lills on the eastern side show ranges 
of square, black holes hewn in the limestone 
or granite, which are entrances to ancient 
tombs, and where these are numerous or fa- 
mous you will probably land to examine some 
of them. Then you will perceive—climbing 
from the palm grove to the breast of the yel- 
low crag—what a faith those ancient Egyptians 
of the Pharaohs had in the immortal hfe 
of the soul. Otherwise they would not have 
cut away the solid rocks so patiently into 
smooth, vast, imperishable chambers: to de- 
posit therein two or three bodies at most 
against such time as their respective souls, all 
fated wanderi completed, should come 
back to look for and to resume the earthly 
tenement. Joyous ° ' confident paintings 
on the tomb wall, as fresh in this dry, pure 
air as though drawn and colored a week and 
not 3,000 years ago, symbolize the happy 
future of the justified dead.

When one reads of a terrible famine in In- 
dia or Russia, and then thinks of the prosper- 
ity of such powers as Great Britain and the 


United States, the thought comes they might 


help these sufferers if there were only some 
vast organization outside of government, its 
red tape, its polities, and its delays. Thou- 
sands of single hearts may ache and thousands 
of purses, pockets, and granaries may eagerly 
gape to be relieved of their surplus, but the 
government is slow, or is doing nothing; there 
is no organization large enough to reach such 
distant suffering and individuals are compara- 
tively powerless.”’ 

All of which is a sad mistake, for there is 
such an organization founded by an Ameri- 
can woman, who is now at the head of the 
American branch, and when you see that the 
millers of the Northwest and the farmers of the 


| West are getting together their flour and their. 


wheat for the starving Russian peasants you 
ought to know that Ciara Barton and the Na- 
tional Red Cross Soclety are doing no small 
share of the agitating and organizing.

Miss Barton returned to America after four 
years’ absence, pled to foreign nations to 
explain the treaty of the Red Cross of Geneva 
to the Government of the United States and 
invite its adhesion to the compact. After 
long delay and much explanation this adhe- 
sion was unanimously given by Congress 
March, 1882, the thirty-second nation in the 
com Miss Barton’s large, practical 
mind saw that the scope of the organiza- 
tion could be broadened

national calamities other than war, but only 
in calamities so great as to be held national. 
This was gran by the powers as a special 
act, and a national society was formed of 
which Miss Barton became President by act 
of President Garfield. Since that time the as- 
sociation has participated in ten or twelve 
great national afflictions—as fire, flood, fam- 
ine, cyclone, earthquake, and pestilence— 
always with profit to the recipients and credit 
to itself, No organization in the country has 
probably a — standing for usefulness, 
efficiency, and integrity. 

The headquarters of the National Red Cross 
are in Washington, which is always the home 
and residence ot Miss Barton, where, with her 
secretaries and assistants, she leads one of the 
busiest of lives, and yet probably no one in 
the * is more often appealed to for aid, 
ad vice, and assistance in works outside of her 
own. She has twice represented the govern- 
ment of the United States in international 
conference abroad, and is the modest recip- 
ient of numerous tokens of royal respect from 
the highest nations of Europe. From her pe- 
ouliar relations abroad we often hear her 
spoken of as of foreign birth, a point which 
Americans will be slow to yield. 

At the last meeting of the international 
conference held in Geneva, the peculiar 
American features of the Cross move- 
ment were earnestly discussed. Clara Bar- 
ton, as the representative of the United States, 
sat with calmness and dignity in the midst of 
as noble a gathering of men as the world ever 
sees, They were grand men glittering with 
military decorations, and yet come together to 
confer as to the best means of alleviating the 
sufferings of war, plague, and other extraordi- 
nary calamities. Miss Barton was the one 
queen among these many 1 In the con- 
ference and discussion they deferred to her, 
not because she was a woman and they were 


considerate, polite gentlemen, but because she |- 


was their equal in wisdom; was the official

THOSE NEW TACTICS FOR THE ARMY. 


Something About the “Drill Regulations” 
That Supersede Upton’s System. 

Upton’s Tactics, which for many years 
have been the required manual for the army 
and all military organizations, have been 
superseded by a new manual issued by an 
order of the War Department, dated Oct. 3, 
1891, and published by four Eastern houses— 
the Army and Navy Journal, D. Appleton & 
Co., D. Van Nostrand Co., all of New York, 
and G. W. Simmons & Co. of Oak Hall, 
Boston. The new regulations are free 
from copyright and sell for 30 cents in flexible 
card-board covers, 75 cents in leatherette 
pocket edition, and 15 cents for paper pam- 
phiet of extracts. The price of Upton’s man- 
ual was $2 and the marked reduction is con- 
sidered a boon by military men everywhere. 
This reduction has had the effect of the sale of 
50,000 copies of manuals and extracts in a few 
months, 

The new manual went into effect Jan. 1. It 
has a number of new features which have al- 
ready been described in Taz Taisunze. J. 

The history of military drill in America is 
told as follows: 

The American troops were drilled by the En- 
glish Tactics during the early part of the War of 
the Revolution. In 1779 Congress adopted Baron 
de Steuben’s abridgement of the Prussian Tac- 
tics. These were used by the United States Army 
until the commencement of the war of 1812 and 
oY the militia until 1820, In 1812 a very imperfect 
Abridgement of the French Tactics of 1791, by 
Gen. Alexander N was published under the 
sanction of the War artment. In 1813 Lieut.- 
Co illiam Duane of the rifles, an ¢x-editor 
produced a handbook of instraction for the squad 
and — which was used to some extent in 
the army. During the war of 1812 tactical in- 
struction was in a state of chaos, every officer in 
this matter being a law unto himself. De Lacroix 
had published in Boston a bad translation by Mac- 
donald of the French Tactics, and with this and a 
copy of the original French, Gen. Scott at the 
camp in Buffalo in 1814 personally instructed two 
brigades of Brown's division. was the first 
introduction here of the French system entire. 
With some modifications it was adopted by the 

ar Department and is known as the system 
of 1815.“ Its use by the militia was made 
compulsory in 1820. The “system of 1825” was 
adapted from the French by a board consisting of 
Seott, Brady, Fenwick, Thayer, and Worth. It 
was originally taken by the French from the 
Prussian system of Frederick the Great and was 

ied throughout the Revolutionary and Napo- 
leonic wars of France. Under authority of Con- 
gtess Gen. Scott in 1834 prepared the adaptation 
of the Prussian system known by his name. The 
improvement in firearms compelled a 
change from the formal movements of Scott, and 
Hardee’s translation of the French system for 
their Chasseurs a pied was adopted as far as the 
school of the Battalion. From its peculiar double- 
quick«step it was familiarly wn as the 
“ Shanghai Drill.” Casey's revision of Hardee’s 
system was authorized during the Civil War and 
continued in use until su ed Aug. 1, 1867, by

Father Ducey’s Probable Course.

ELEVATED TERMINAL DEPOT PLANS. 


A South Side Improvement Which Will 
Involve an Outlay of $3,500,000. 

One of the most important events of the 
week froma real-estate standpoint was the 
announcement of the plans for a depot and 
office building to be built by the Chicago Ele- 
vated Terminal railway company. If these 
plans are carried out they will involve the 
erection of a $3,500,000 building at Twelfth 
and State streets,.on the property now occu- 
pied by the Santa Fé freight-houses and yards, 
The improvement planned ia of such a nature 
that it will give impetus to the southward 
movement of business interests, which has 
been a noticeable feature of the city’ s develop- 
ment during the last four or five years. 

The plans provide for a combined depot, 
office, and commercial building. The office 

ding portion will consist of an eight-story 
structure of stone and terra cotta, witha 
frontage of 350 feet on State street and 289 
feet on Twelfth street. A portion of this will 
— 7 of a tower sixty feet square and over 

feet in height. The depot portion rape be 
considered the immense two-story train-shed 
which will extend along State street for 1,000 
feet south of the main building. The com- 
mercial feature of the building will be found 
in the stores: which will occupy the entire 
State street frontage with the excep- 
tion of such rtions as will be used 
for entrances. The improvement of 1,350 
feet of South State street property with stores 
will have a tendency to revolutionize the char- 
acter of State street in the immediate section. 
At present the location of the freight houses 
of the Santa Fé railroad has unfitted adjacent 
property for anything except warehouse and 
low-grade business pur 

The extensive building operations which 

have been carried omin the south portion of 
the business district have had much to do with

No Sieus of Inactivity in Any of the Lines 
Identified with Huilding Operations. 
Plans are being drawn for the building to be 


‘erected by the Ludington estate at the south- 


west corner of Wabash avenue and Harmon 
court.

COST OF THE FRANCO-GERMAN WAR, 


The French Losses Were 702,048 Men and 
ä 21,508 Officers. 

Von Moltke’s Memoirs: The armistice fol- 
lowing the fall of Paris gave the Committee 
on National Defense time enough to call a 
freely elected National Assembly together at 
Bordeaux, whose business it would be to de- 
cide whether the war should be continued or 
on what conditions peace could be concluded. 
The election of the Deputies was unimpeded 
and uninfluenced even in the parts of the 
country occupied by German troops, 


troops of the line, marines and Gardes Mo- 
biles were to lay don their arms at once; 
only 12,000 men and the National Guard were 
to retain them for the preservation of order. 
The garrison were mterned for the time of 
the armistice; afterward they were to be re- 

arded as prisoners. As to their transfer to 

ermany, where every possible place was over- 
flowing with prisoners, that question was 
postponed in expectation of a probable 
peace. 

The forts were oceupied on the 29th without 
opposition. The French army gave up 602 
guns, 1,770,000 stand of arms, and about 1,600 
ammunition ores the fortress surrendered 
1,362 heavy guns, 1,680 gun carriages, 4,000 
hundred weight of powder, 200,000 shells, and 
100,000 round shot. The blockade of Bure 
which had lasted 132 days, was over, and the 
greater part of the German forces detained 
outside the walls were released to end the war 
in the open field. 7 

Meanwhile, in the south, was fought that 
wondrous fight at Talant, near Dijon, which 
the Germans will never forget. The Sixty- 
first Regiment, under Gen. von Kettler, had 
stormed and taken the chateau of Valmy, on 
the Langras road, and had taken Poilly, walled 
and strongly occupied, after memorable feats 
of arms. 

Beyond this place the enemy were found to 
have intrenched themselves between Talant, 
which had been regularly fortified, and a large 
factory building on the high ro Here the 
German advance was checked till the remain- 
der of the regiments came up from Valmy, 
and the defenders were driven in at ‘Various 
points and back of the suburb. 

lt was evident that the French were still at 
Dijon in full force; but now, unfortunately, a 
tragic episode took place, for the storming of 
the factory was insisted on—a huge building, 
almost impregna e for infantry unaided, 
When all the senior officers had been killed a 
First Lieutenant, whose horse had been shot 
and he himself wounded, took command of 
the Second battalion. No sooner had the 
Fifth company, only forty strong, appeared 
from the neighboring quarry than they came 


was at once wounded, and the Sergeant who 
carried the colors fell dead after a few steps; 
so did the Second Lieutenant, and the battal- 
ion Adjutant; who again raised the standard. 
It was passed {ram hand to hand, first to the 
officers, then to fhe men. Every bearer fell. 
The brave Pomeranians nevertheless rushed 


that side, and at last the under officer retreat- 
ed on the quarries with the remnant of the lit- 
tle band. Here for the first time the colors 
were missed. On their own accord they went 
out again .a darkness to seek them, but on! 
one man returned unwounded. It was not till 
afterward that they were found by the French, 
shot to ribbons, in a pool of blood under the 
dead. These were tha only German coiors 
lost in the war. . 

Thus the war, carried on with such a vast 
expenditure of force on both sides, was 
brought to an end by incessantsand restless 
energy in the short period of seven months. 
Even in the first four weeks eight battles took 
place, under which the French Empire col- 
lapsed, and the French army was swept from 
the field. Fresh torces, massive but incompe- 
tent, equalized the original numerical supe- 
riority of the Germans, and it needed twelve 
more battles to secure the decisive siege of 
the enemy’s capital. Twenty fortified places 
were taken, and not a single day passed with- 
out a struggle, great or small. 

The war had cost the Germans many vic-

HIS NEW ELECTRICAL WONDERS. 


Nikola Tesla, the American, Startles the 
Englishmen with His Experimonts. 
London Times: Mr. Nikola Tesla, the young 
but distinguished electrician from America, 
who is now in this country (England), lect- 
ured, by. invitation, at the Royal Institution 
last night before an extraordinary meeting of 
the Institution of Electrical Eugineers. and 
his lecture will be repeated tonight before the 
members of the Royal Institution. Mr. 
Tesla became known to fame in both 
hemispheres as the inventor of the first 
alternate-current electric motor that is to say, 
a motor which transforms currents, rapidly 
changing their direction to and fro, into me- 
chanical power. In this apparatus the field 
magnets rotate, and, as there are neither 
brushes nor commutator, itrequires very little 
attention. Mr. Tesla’s remarkable experi- 
ments with alternate or seesaw currents of 
high potential—that is to say, “‘ pressure ’’— 
and high frequency—or, in other words, rapid 
changes of direction—are the most important 
advances which have been made in electrical 
science for a considerable time, and may be 
regarded as a new departure. 
hile of great theoretical interest, they also 
point to the possibility of a new mode of artifi- 
cial illumination which will bring us nearer to 
the ideal light of De Cyrano Bergerac, the 


French Lucian of the seventeenth century, 
who seems to have inspired our own Gulliver 
and perhaps also The Coming Race of 
Bulwer-Lytton—namely, a light resembling 
sunshine, but without its heat. currents 

derived from an alter- 


the generator. From a metal point attached 
to one pole rises a bluish flame like that of a 

roh, or the flare of a gas-jet burning at a 
high pressure; but there is no waste of ma- 
terial; only the electric energy is consumed, 
with the production of ozone. 

Mr. Tesla connected a variety of vacuum 
tubes containing small disks of metal, and 
even nodn-conductors, such as aluminum, or 
or carbon, to one pole of his generator, 
produced some very beautiful effects. In the 
midst of a luminous haze, due to the residual 
gas in the tube, the disk of solid matter be- 
came brightly incandescent, and yielded a 
comparatively powerful hght, which only re- 
guires to be intensified somewhat to be of prac- 
tical use. The light became brighter when he 
brought his bare close to the bulb, and 
brighter still when he placed over the bulb an 
ordinary shade of metal. The most striking 
experiment shown, however, cousisted in join- 
ing two sheets of tinfoil, one over the Iccturer’s 
head, the other on the table, to the poles of his 

nerator. The space between these two 
sheets immediately became electrified, and a 
long vacuum tube waved about in it, without 
attachment to any conductor whatever, 

lowed in the darkness like a flaming sword. 
This experiment was intended to illustrate 
the peer rendering an entire room so 
electric, by plates in the ceiling or under the 
floor, vacuum bulbs placed anywhere 
within it would yield alight. Itisa remark- 
able fact that currents of thege extremely high 
383 appear to be absolutely without et- 
ect upon the human organism. Taking an 
iron bar in one hand and a vacuum tube in the 
ozher, the lecturer, made his body à portion of 
the circuit by placing the point of the bar upon 
a terminal, emitting sparks several inches 
long. vacuum tube glowed brilliantly, 
while the lecturer remained wholly unaf- 


fected. 

Mr. Tesla’s results ha ve led him to conclude 
that air at ordinary pressures is as easily 
traversed by these peculiar currents as rare- 
fied air by the currents of the ordinary induc- 
tion coil. The lightni charge 4 sup- 
2 to be oscillatory, like the spark from a 

den jar, the air between the charged cloud 
and the earth is easily pierced. Moreover, as 

r. Tesla shows, 4 currents so agitate 

air that in beating upon a metal body’ it 
makes the latter incandescent—an observa- 
tion which accounts for the fact that de- 
tached masses of metal, such as watches in 
the pocket, are sometimes thunder- 
storms. : 

Mr. Tesla has also succeeded in making the 
little vanes or mill in Crooke’s radiometer 
rotate by simply exposing the instrument to a 
metal ball charged with his electric currents; 
but the vanes revolve in the opposite direction 
to what they do when exposed to the radiation 
of heat. In one of his bulbs he has been abie 
to make the luminous haze itself revolve, and 
finds that it is then so sensitive to magaetism 
that a small bar magnet held eight feet away 
affects it visibly; but whether, as he conject- 
ures, this phenomenon may be useful in aug- 
menting the speed of telegraping through 
ocean cables remains to be seen.

the brig Little Queen of Sydney, Australia. | 


It was stated that it had been abandoned in 
New Zealand waters and picked up by the 
bark Union of Melbourne, but no particulars 
were given, I purpose to give them to you 
now and to tell you an interesting story just 
as it occurred, 

In November, 1872, I was mate of the bark 
Union on à voyage from Melbourne to New 
Caledonia. It was commanded by Capt. 
Thomas Davidson, and was a snug, stanch 
craft and well found in all particulars. I had 
made two voyages in it from Australia to New 
Zealand, and no sailor could ask for a better 
berth. We were now filled up with dry goods, 
groceries, hardware, seeds, boots and shoes, 
and other goods in demand by the islanders 
to the Northeast and were to makea tradmg 
voyage. | 

When I came on deck at midnight on the 


| night of Nov, 26 to relieve the second mate I 


found the bark drifting about like a log: 
There wasn’t a breath of air moving, and the 
ocean was quiet except for the ground swell, 
which is ever at work. It was a starlight 
night, and.yet there was a haze which dark- 
ened the stars and citcumscribed the vision. 
The man at the wheel had nothing to do, and 
though the lookout was wide awake, as I had 
convineed myself as soon as I took charge of 
the deck, there was no reason to believe that 
anything short of 4 sudden breach by a whale 
would put us in danger. I had killed about 
half an hour’s time when I was hailed by the 
lookout. As I went forward he said: 

„Mr. Haskall, it seems to me that I catch 
queer sounds over the starboard bow, and I 
wish you would listen with me.“ 

What do you mean by queer sounds?“ I 
asked as I went fofward to the heel of the 
bowsprit with him,

soon as I came on watch.“ 

All the others in my watch had tumbled up

Bark Ahoy! 


I listened intently for four or five minutes, 
but caught no sound, and was about to turn 
away when the lookout raised his hand in 
warning and I plainly heard the sounds he had 
refe to. As there was no air stirring it was 
difficult to locate them. As they came but 
faintiy it was hard to judge what caused thew. 
On shore you might have called them the cries 
of night birds or the croakings of frogs. At 
sea, when such sounds come to your ears, you 
instantly think of wrecks drifting about or 
perso dying of hanger and thirst in small 

ts. I remained right there until the sounds 
were repeated twice over and then I agreed 
with the lookout that they came to us over the 
starboard bow. Being satisfied that the cries 
were from some one in distress, I called the 
Captain and he ordered me to send up two 
skyrockets and burn a port flre. T things 
would be a reply to the castaways and if they 
were on a wreck and could not reach us they 
would feel assured that we would stand by 
them and begin a search as soon as daylight 
came, 

All the men in my watch were aroused and 
all gathered in the bows to listen for any 
further calling. The sounds came every few 
minutes and in about an hour it was evident 
that the castaways’ were coming nearer. In 
fifteen minutes more we could make outa 
man’s voice shcuting: ‘“ Bark ahoy—ahoy! 
For God's sake don’t go away and leave me!“ 

I now burned another port fire, and before 
my two hours were up we could faintly make 
out a craft of some sort tothe west of us, 
while the voice of the man sounded almost as 
plain as if he were ofus. He shouted 
the same thing over and over, and 1 finally 
answered him and asked him to be patient an 
hour longer. Wemight have lowered a boat 
and made an investigation, but to tell you the 
truth every one of us was a bit nervo and 
the thing had an uncanny look. We didn’t 
propose to run into any trap in the darkness. 
After my answering the man te became 
quiet, and we heard no more from him for a 
long time. 

A Queer Sight. 


Although my watch was up at 2 o’clock not 
one of us turned ia, and the old watch also 
kept the deck. We wanted to see daylight 
come and investigate the situation, Between 
2 o’clock and daylight the strange craft we 
had sighted through the gloom ap- 
proac us so near that one could have 
thrown a stone aboard; that is, the two crafts 
approached each other. drawn together by 
that peculiar magnetism of the salt waters on 
two wooden bodies which men of science can- 
not explain. { haveseen the same thing in 
case of two water — two small boats, and 
even of two dead and floating humaa bodies. 

When daylight 3 came, there she was, 
only 300 feet away, broadside on, but her 
bows pointed the spre way.

A Canadian Girl’s Skilifal Work in Making 
Illegal Monev. 

Toronto Globe: For nearly nine months 
the public has been systematically defrauded 
by the skillful conniyanee of an adept at alter- 
ing bank notes. The man or woman who con- 


ceived the idea and operated the system must 


have had confederates, as the work was car- 
ried on somewhat extensively. 

The complaint first came from the Dominion 
Bank officials.. One of their experts found 
among the bills one day a $2 note which was 
about three-eighths of an inch shorter than 
the usual length. He examined the bill more 
minutely discovered that a small piece 
was missing from a place almost in the center 
of the note. Thinking that this might have 
been torn out accidentally nothing more was 
thought of the occurrence until a few days 
later another bill of the same denomination 
turned up, short in length to the same extent 
as the first. The piece missing from this bill, 
however, it was noticed, was from another 
portion of the note. Suspicion was aroused 
and a careful scrutiny of the bill made, where- 
upon it was discovered that the missing piece 
had been cut out. But the work had been 
done so cleverly and accurately that no per- 
son but an expert banker would notice the 
deficiency. 

The detective department was communi- 
cated with, and the short bills which continued 
to come in were handed over to them. It was 
several months before they were able to under- 
stand how the perpetrators of the fraud could 
be benetited. At last they had nine of these 
short bills, and an analysis of the different 
places where the cutting operation had been 
performed solved for them the problem. 
There had been enough paper taken from 
these nine bills to make, if properly put to- 
gether, a tenth note almost as long as 
others, which would = anywhere unde- 
tected. The detectives knew that the work 
was going on, and an officer was put on the 
case especially some months ago. Several 
Weeks ago he suspected that the operator was 
a woman, and close watch was kept over her. 
O Yesterday a warrant was sworn out accusing 
a pretty young woman named Catharine 
Rhodes with altering and uttering Dominion 
Bank bills. She is only 18 years of age, and 
lives with her father, Robert Rhodes, a laborer, 
at 45 Wardell street. It is understood that 
the operators, whoever they are, have been 
making $5 notes in the same manner out of 
bills belopging to other Canadian banks. The 
cutting-out work was evidently done with a 
razor and by a cunning hand.

Curious Oriental Ways of Catching Fish— 


Tortures Ahead for Fishermen. 

„Phe Chinese have many curious ways of 
catching fish, said a piscatorial sharp to a 
writer for the Washington Star. “In winter 
they dive for them. A certain species de- 
manded in the market seeks shelter during the 
cold season under the rocks at a considerable 
depth. They cannot be got with hook and 
line, and so the fishermen go down into 
the water after them, plunging from a 
boat, Three dives are made each hour, and a 
fire is kept on board the boat for the purpose 
of warming those at work between whilecs. 
Not infrequently they come up bleeding from 
the lungs, and rheumatism and skin diseases 
render them * by the time they are 40 
years old. 

It was the Chinese who invented the well- 
known plan of ape ducks and other 
water fowl by w teward them with a 
basket over the h dragging them under 
water before they knew what had caught them 
by the legs. Theirs is the idea of employing 
cormorants to aid them in fishing. You have 
heard, doubtless, how the birds used for this 

purpose have collars around their necks to 
prevent them from swallowing the game they 
capture. At a signal given by their owner 
they plunge into ‘water after the prey. 
Whatever they get is taken from them, and 
they are rewarded for every sucgess with a bit 
of fish small enough for them to eat. They 
are fo to work very hard all day iong, but 
great care is taken of them and they are 
nursed moat attentively when sick. A bird is 
usually gonad for service until it is ten years 
old, The cormorant fishermen are organized 
into societies, the birds belonging to each as- 
sociation having a peculiar mark. 

„In India also the natives employ many 
methods of fishing which seem odd to us. 
There is in the district of Oude a species of 
so-called ‘walking fish’ with snake-like heads, 
which are often seen floating on the water as 
if asleep. The people shoot them with cross 
bows, Usually they sink when they are killed, 
s> that they have to be dived for after- 
ward, In the Indus, the Ganges, and 
other streams are numerous fisb- 
eati crocodiles which attain a 
length of more than twenty feet. Except 
when near their nests and anxious to defend 
their eggs they run away from human beings. 
Of tish they catch an enormous number, and 
it has been thought very strange that the fish- 
ermen should not destroy such rivals in their 
own business. But they regard the mere sug- 
gestion of such an idea with horror, saying 
that the crocodiles are brothers in trade. 

“The man-eating crocodiles of those rivers 
are regarded as sacred and are never harmed. 
Of late years they have destroyed more lives 

than formerly, owing to the prohibition by law 
of the ancient practice of consigning corpses 
to the streams. It was the good old way to 
fill the mouth of the defunct respectfully with 
mud and leave the cadavar to be swept away 
4 the current. Upon such supplies of food 
reat saurians depended largely, and, be- 
— eprived of them, they lie in wait to snap 
up living people and eattle. Five persons 
have been known to be carried off in one year 
ata single pool. However, the country is 
overpopulated, but one would not think it an 
agreeable death to die. 

„The Buddhists in India have a horror of 
eating the flesh of animals, believing them to 
be incarnations of human beings’ souls; but 
they permit themselves the luxury ol fish, 
usually getting around the difficulty by saying 
that the fishermen take away the fishes’ lives 
and are responsible. On the wails of their 
temples are numerous frescoes vividly depict- 
ing the terrible tortures which fishermen will 
have to endure in a future state. In these 
paintings fires ve represented stirred by dev- 
ils, who are dr the fishermen into the 
flames in rt wong One by hocks and 
lines, and, prodding from behind with 
fish spears.

A Queer Hospital Experiment. 

A singular experiment has for some time 
been going on at one of the Boston hospitals, 
and it is one which at first blush presents it- 


| self as supremely ludicrous. A little machine 


is contrived to be run by water power and re- 
sembling a see-saw. On one end of the see- 
saw sits day in and day out a mildly eontem- 
lative but very much bored look:ng rabbit. 
— after hour and day after day it sits there 
and is jiggled up and down in a way which it 
ives one a feeling of seasickness to witness. 
e is at first inclined to think that some boy 
has contrived an ingenius method of torment- 
ing the rabbit, and if he chance to remark the 
fact that with the customary fecundity of this 
fertile race the rabbit is in a way to become a 
mother his sympathies may be a good deal 
aroused. ' 

The thing is an experiment upon the pos- 
sible effects of prenatal disturbances in the 
line of a segmentation of the tissues of the 
embryo; it is supposed that the chances 
are in favor of the production of monstrosi- 
ties by this singular condition of things. Thus 
far this expectation has not been realized, 
since the one or two litters which have been 
brought into the world in the course of the 
experiment have been disgustingly normal 
and unspoiled rabbits.

Asa matter of fact, the rab- 
bits, with a perfectly heartless jndifference to 
what the society expects of them, like the see- 
saw, andif taken out will go leaping back 
into it with manifest desire to have the tort- 
ure continued. When first put in there is a 
brief interval of surprise or perhaps of terror 
at the unexpected and seasick motion; but 
this passes away very quickly, and after that 
the rabbit is apparently as happy as a baby 
in its cradle. It will be interesting to see 
what comes of it all. P

THE BREWERY WAR IN CHICAGO, 


Shareholders Will Soon See Their Property 
Recover in Value, 

From the February report of W. W. Dun- 
can, the London broker: In this depart- 
ment there may be said to have been “a bolt 
from the blue.“ Every one had reason to be- 
lieve that the coming World’s Fair was about 
to prove a godsend to all the Chicago brew- 
eries, but for the present at any rate. the an- 
ticipation of it has proved the very reverse, 
Capitalists and speculators throughout the 
United States have their eyes turned to Chi- 
cago, on the lookout how best to make money 
out of the coming event, and unfortunately 
many of them have come to the conclusion 
that there is more scope in beer than in 
anything else. The result of this is 
that numerous small breweries have 
been started, many of them on 
borrowed money, the suppliers of machinery, 
etc., doing so on credit, and charging 10 per 
cent interest. The administrators of the large 
old-fashioned breweries foresee that a stop 
must be put to this, that although during the 
year of the World's Fair there may be enough 
custom for all, after that trouble would un- 
gous ensue, and as they are powerful 
and well able to afford it they have adopted 
the policy of cutting prices so as to make the 
business unprofitable for the time being and 
discourage fresh capital being put into it. 
It is a strong 
think the shareholders ought to applaud 
it as being the one most likely to 
effect the cure, and it is much better to do it 
now than later ou when the mischief is done 
and capitalists are more committed than 
they at present are. Moreover, in this dull, 
cold season the trade is by no means so im- 
portant as it is during the warm weather of 
summer, as is shown by the fact that the sales 
of the City of Chicago company for January 
of last year were 28,002 barrels, whereas in 
July they amounted to 46,171 barrels. There 
can be little doubt as to the result, and the 
more drastic the step now taken is the 
sooner will it be brought about. The 
smaller breweries already in operation will be 
forced to come to terms, and new ones start- 
ing will see that they have not acbance of con- 
tending against the powerful organization of 
the large companies and will withdraw from 
the field.
